powers ; yea ahone the generall and vninerſall Councell 


of the Church. The Pope who at firſt doubted;whethcr 


kee ſhould apjrooue of them or no, and afterward had 
permitted them, to uſe the title of religious men but wp-

ber, at this promiſe began to hearken vnisW0ey,and to 
£iue therr aenotion free paſſage : and after him lulius 
the 3. ontillthat Pope Pautthe 4.calied the Theatin, 
who was one of the chiefe promoters of this Order, au- 
thorized them abſolutely ; and nprguenth, almoſt all 
the ſucceeding Popes, in reſpec? of the ſermces they re- 
ceined from them, haue endowed them with moſt large 
and ample priuiledges. T heir Order is compoſed of two 
forts, whereof” the one is called of the greater Obſer- 
wance, the other of theleſſe. The firſt are bound wnto 
foure} owes ; Chaſtitie, Pouerty and Obedience, which 
are the three ordinary V owes of religions men,and be- 
fides they ade afourth Y ow, which is of particular 8+ 
beaience vnto the Pope,us hath beene already ſaid. The 
ſecondaxe tiedonly to two Y owes:the one regardeth the 
frdelity which they promiſe to the Pope ; the other is of 
obedience onto the Generall of their Order. Theſe are 
termed lay brethren who doe not vow Pouerty,but may 
hold Benefices or Offices; they mayinherite their fa- 
thers, mothers, and kindred, enioy lands and poſſeſi- 
0n5,and matry at a need, as if they were bound by no re- 
ligtous V ow. T hey haue beſides many ſchollers, whons 
they cal Nouices who are(as it were) Probationers,from 
whence they take freſh ſupplies, and thence it ts, that 
their Colledges arecommonty called Seminaries, they - 
hauing tro ſorts of lodgings toinings together, the one 
for their Prieſts, the other for their ſchollers and ns- 
aices. And ttismay ſhort:y ſuffice for the deſcription of 
their Order, 
Now af concerning their proceedings in France , it 
Jo fell out (they beeing eftabliſhed,as hath beene already 
ſet downe) that the Biſhop of Clermont zooke a Vin, of

ris ; whereupon he brought in 3.01 4. of them,who vſed 
likewiſe the recommendation of Pope Paul the 4. At 
their firſt comming they were lodged meanty ina cham- 
ber of the Colledge of the Lombards,& afterward ſet 
vÞ their abode in the Biſhop of Chemot his Pallace, by 
the permiſsion of him who firſt entertained them. After- 
wards their affaires ſucceeding according to their 
minde, they preſented themſelues diuer s tim:s to the 
Court of Parlaiment, requeſting it to amhorize thetr 
Order.But the king his Solliciter general,t hat thewas 
called Mouncieur Brulart , oppoſed himſelfe againſt 


all their requeſts, not for that he fauonred not the Ro-" 


man religion as much as any one could doe , but. be- 
cauſe hee miſdoubted and feared aboue all things no- 
welties as the mothers of many errors, efpecially in yeli- 
gion.Iherfore he told them,that if they had their mind's 
wholyalzenated fro the world.they might ſafely without 
brin;ing in any new Order , confine themſelues under 


ſome one of the auncient religions approued by many 


Councels, or vnder ſome one of the foure Mendicants, 
T bus they were reieted by the Court of parliament, 
who not being fatisfied with her owne opinion nor wil- 
ling to relie only thereupon, had recourſe unto the facul- 
tie of T heologie,by the decree whereof they were ſcenſu- 
reaparth in that entitling themſelues by the name of 
religions men, they did neither weare the habit neither 
ard confine themſelues within their Cloiſters, as others 
ata; and partlyin that ſame of their opinions derogated 


from the libertics of the French Church. This is that

ment conceiuing that this concerned principally the ſu- 
periors of the Church,veferred them ouer unto the af* 
{embly of Poiſly,where the Cardinal of Tournon was 
Preſident, as the moſt auncient Prelate, who in the Ct- 
ty of Tournon had before founded a company of th:m. 
By his interceſſton,they obtained to be receined oxely as 
a ſocietie and Colledge,upor condition,that they ſhould 
be bound to take another title then that of leſuites, and 
to conforme themſeluesin all,and through al,to the Ca- 
nons of the Church without enterpriſing any thing v- 
on the Ordinaries, & that they ſhould firſt and formoſt 
renounce expreſly,and in preciſe termes, the prinileges, 
which their buls did import; otherwiſe if they failed 
herem, or obtained any other, that their approbation 
ſhould be vtterly waid. This decree was ratified by the 
Court of Parliament,according to the forme und teno? 
thereof. Shortly vpon this they pur chaſed thens a honſe 
1n the.Citie of Paris,and calledit the Colledpe of Cler- 
mont iz memorie of their benefattor ,&»+ by reaſon that 
they had at that time diners learned perſonages amony ft 
them, they were fauourubly entertained, and drew 
an infinite number of {ch ollers after them. _And ſeeing 
they had the wind at will they preſented i requeſt to the 
Reetor © Y ninerſitic of Paris tobe incorporated ther- 
into. Whereupon there was a ſolemne Congregation

Pl bledis the which 12 was conciuded, that before 
they proceeded any further they ſhould declare whether 


they tooke upon them the qua.uy of regulars or ſeculars 
which ded put them intoa great perplexitic, for if they 
ſhould deny they were religious men, they belted their 
Vow, and to [ay they were ſo, had beene to contradict 
that which was enioyned them at Poi{,y, and for that 
they tooke no preciſe qua ttie pon them,the V niuerſitie 
gaue them the repulſe.

the V niucifitie renewed her auncient proce ſſe againſt

in as muchas Barrier had vndertakes it bythe perſwa- 
fron of their miſchienons dotFrine and by the ſpeciall in- 
ftigation of Varad rettor of thery colledge:&)* the mat- 
ter was handled in Parlement by Arnaud who argued

Notwithſlandins the late King by the meanes of father 
Cotton, whomhe had made his Confeſſcr, gaue then 
perm! fron toreturne to Paris,and made them reſtitutt- 
01 of all their goods, and of their Colledge of Clermont, 
but did not permit them to keep publike ſchoole,or t0in- 
termedale with ought which concerned the Vninerſitie: 
notwithſtanding that they laboured by all meanes poſſt- 


ble tobe incorporated thereinto. Inſtantly pon the diſ- 


aſtrous death of the King they thinking it tobe beſt fiſh- 
ing in troubled water renewed their pur ſuite,63* by the 
fauour ofthe Queene Regent obtained the letters here 
mentioned,licenſing the to reade lefFure,to ſet ope their 
ſchooles inthe I niuerſitie, whereupon the V nmerſitie 
preſented 4 Petition wvnto the Lueene Regent for to 
preuent them therof. The 1eſuites on the contrary preſ* 


ſed their letters, andpreſented them wnto the Court of \ 


Parltament,requiring the allowance of them:the Court 
would not oo without ſienifying it unto the Vni- 
werſitie, who formally oppoſed them, and thereupon it 
was ordered,that both parties ſhould be heard iudicial- 
ly, and the cauſe was remitted to the opexing of the 
Court,the morrow pon Saint Martins day,and from 
trece it was put off ontil the ſeuente:nth of December; 
ail which time it was openly and ſolenmely argued on 
the ſtuenteenth and ninteenth of the ſaid maneth,when 
Montholon the aduocate of the Teſuites, haning de- 


manaed 
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manded the allowance of the foreſaid letters, and ar- 
gredfor them. Dela Martelierc for the V niuerſitie 
made this argument enſuing whereupon followed that 
ſentence interlocutoric anngeed vnto the end hereof. 
Since which time 1 doe not underſtand of any further 
proceeding : it is likely that the Teſuites perceining the 
inclination of the Cuurt,and of allin general, contrarie 
onto them, and fearing tobe drawne further into que- 
ſtion, haueretired themſelues, expecting ſome fitter 0- 
portunitie for the effecting of their deſiones, which it ts 
probable,that they now failing in, will hardly be able e- 
wer to bring to paſſe.T his is ſhortly the whole proceſſe of

Now 1 am not ignorant that diners diſcourſes haue 
beene of late ſet forthin this kinde, but I dare confi- 
dently affirme,that none is of equall weight with this,in 
that it is no particular calummie,but a publique account 
ruſtificdin open Court, and publiſhed by authoritie,the 
Poſitions herein alleaged are theſe of the famous V ni- 
uerſitre of Paris,& the ſchoole of the Sorbonne(whoſe

Indignatione orta, ſwbmoneri & Curiainſſos eſſe, mi 
ſumque litforem, qui ex rbe educeret eos atque eo die 
manere extra fincs Romanos inberet; The Komanes 
beeing ' mooued- with indignation , commannaed 
them to bee conueyed out of the Senate, and ſent

enter into-the "Territories of the people of Rome. 
Ht God had giveth onrpoore nation,as much pru- 
dence & ſtedfiſtrieffe, as bounty, & facility; & that 
theeies of out vnderſtading were as cleare-ſighted 
as thoſe of the body, the example and reſolution 
of the wifeſt- that ever the Sunne- ſaw-, might 
have ſerued for a diteion in this occutrence; 
which is vnto vs'of no lefſe importance. And as 
this age counſell was ſoohe feconded with good 
ſacceſle, ( for the enemiediyerting his enterpriſe 
from againſt the ſcat oftheEmpire,to recciue the 
affeHions of thoſe of Capus , gaue the Romanes 
timetotake breath , and to make their greatneſlc 
appeare more redoubtable, rhenever) the ſame 
remedie would vndoubredly hauc ſecured vs

amongſt vs; wherein the encmtresof Francerake 
farregreateraſſurance,then in all their force. But

our Kings,and Princes,our owne,and that of our 

polteritic beno longeraſſured? | 
This is the third time, that the Vniuerlitie of 
Paris c|dcft daughter of the thrice Chriſtian 
Kings, hath beene reduced tothis necelsitic,y by 
theenterpriſe of the [eſuites: neere vpon their 
fi ſt arriving, there was nothingelſc heard to re- 
found in this place but Propheſies of their.intens 
tion ; thatthey would contoundall politicke ors 
der, and depraue the Lawesdiuineand' humane : 
what prelages wcre there of the defolation of 
learning,and of theruine ofthegreateſt,and moſt 
famous Vniuerlitic, which hath, beene vponthe 
face of the .carth? Although that this were: de- 
clared by the mouth of the greateſt pcrſonages, 
whoſe memory ſhall ener bee honoured by vs, 
notwithſtanding ic was hard to perlwade vs , that 
which hath prooucd lince bug too too truc, even 
then, when the.

the mother,and Nurſe of all-good;and holy inſti- 
tution, that ſhee had conſerued the puritie of 
Thcologic, mainteined-the Epiſcopal] dignirie, 
hadalwaics oppoſed her ſelfe againlt ſtrange doa. 
rines, nouelties, and ſuperſtitions. Which 
hath made men to-conceiue fo reverent an opt- 
nion of the Vniuecrlitte of Pars; that from all the

This was the reaſon wherefore in times paſt 
the Vniuerſity of Paris oppoſed her ſelfe againſt 
the like enterprize of the Tacobins, which would 
haue kept publique ſchool, and boaſted of their 
great learning, and notable ſeruices, which their 
Order had done the Catholike Church ; not- 
withſtanding thechiefeft men, which then were 
of the Church, having nopreiudicate opinion by 
reaſon of any particular Intereſt, ordeligne, fea- 
ring the confulion of two bodics altogether ſepe- 
rated, did cauſe theſe religious Regulars to de- 
ſiſt from theirpurſuir,and the wen niepihs ne 
feared ledſt the Vninerſiry ſhould be tranſfor- 
med intoa Regular cſtate,did hinder them from 
being received. And indeed , whatdeſigne can 
be more ordinary vnto religious men accuſto+ 
med to the greateſt ſimplicity and modeity, then 
by their example, and inſtruction to draw mien 
vntothe perfection of their rule, tomake them 
religious men and Monkes,as they are,ſo thar by 
little and little we ſhould haue ſcenethe Hierat-: 
chicall Orderofthe Church to become fubie, 
and depend of a Regular Order, and the Com-' 
mon wealth deprived anddeſtitute of her Citi- 
zens, herſcrujce abandoned.the charges of the e- 
ſtate forſaken, or furniſhed with thoſe, who;after' 
their choice, by reaſon of theit 6rder, andreligi-' 
on, would haue beene found TE 
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And in rcgard hereof Cardinall Borromeny, 
whoſe memory isalwaies to be reuerencee,tooke 
away the gouernment ofthe Colledges which he 
had eſtabiiſhed in the Archbiſhopricke of £Mzul- 
lan, from thoſe of the ſociety of the leſaires,, fay- 
ing that the Church had more need of Paſtors, 
then of religious men.In Spazxe it felte, they could 
neuer get licence to keepe publique ichoole, or 
reade to anic other, then tothoſe of their owne 
houſe inthe Vaiucrlity 'of Salamaxca, or in that 
of idlcalade Henares, which are the two princi- 
pall Vaiverſicics of che Country, butcontrari- 
wiſe having attempted it vpon an occaſion, 
which was cuidently favourable vnto them they 
were not admitted, In the.yeere- 1563, King 
Philip of. Spdine, being to eſtabliſh a Seminary at 
Salamancas tor the ſtudie of the Exglifh, and 7- 
7:4, who reſorted vnto him for ſuccour, the Ie- 
ſuices ſought to haue the gouernment thereof, 
and had prouilion, and permiſſion. accordingly, 
as well by reaſon of the knowledge, which the 
| hadofthetongue, and of the manners of thoſe- 
who were to be inſtruQed;as for ſome other grea- 
ter enterprize thenintended, and alſo bythe re- 
commendation of the Duke of Medina Cidonia,, 
whoſe mediation they vicd;notwithſtanding vp-- 
pon the oppolition of the Vniuerſity of Salaman- 
ea, they were put from their purpoſe, except: 
 thatthe ſeruice, which Spaine. receiueth' of the. 
Teluites was ableto: vanquiſhthe prote&Rion due: 
vato the lawes,and tothe policy of this Vniner--

fity: andthe complaint of the Englilkmen is 
not ſecret ; that the Ieſuits hauing the guidingof 
the Seminaries 'eſtabliſhed in Flawnaers, by the + 
fauourthcy haue,doe allure , and violently draw 
vntothem the beſt wits of cheir nation ; and du- 
ring thetime that they beſieged our Vn iverliryy 
haue not wee-felt the ſame loſſes, greeyoustg 
moſt of the great familiesof this Kingdome, and 
preiudiciall to the Eſtate. 

Iris well knowne to euery one, that the Teſu- 
its comming intq Fraxce, vnder therecommen- 
dation of Pope Paul the fourth, who was ofthe 
houſe of the Caraffaes,could nor be receiued,nor 
approued of by the Church of France,as they are 
nor yet atthis day,and from th at time they haue 
had all the' Clergy in maine oppoſition -a- 
gainſt them.” In the yeere x 563. they- addreſſed 
themſelves ro the aſſembly madeat Poi(s, vnder 
theraigne of King Charles the ninth, after that 
they had begged the favour 'of the Cardinals of 
Lorraine, and of Tournon, perſonages of great 
power, as they nener faile cunningly to curry fa- 
uour with thoſe who are in credit,and authoritie, 
and diſſembling the qualiry,and degrees of their 
Vow, did hidethe ſecret of theirrule, ſo'thatha- 
uing prayed tobe received as {imple (chollers, ir 
was yeelded vnto them, by the AR ofthar aſſem- 
bly, allowed of in this Court , which is the one, 
and only title oftheir introda@ion into France.It 
was then thoughr that much was done, and thhr 
the inconueniences of this nouelre, were ſurelie 
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prauided for., by impoſing vponthem Conditi- 
ons of altering their name,% theirtiticof ſubmit- 
ting themſclues abſojutely,.as.other Eccleſjaſti- 
call perſons, to che Iuriſdition and controle- 
ment of Biſhops, preciſely to bee bound, thatrhey-_ 
ſhould firſt and tormoſt exprefly renounce the 
priuiledges mentioned by their buls , without 
ſeeking toobtaine anieothers vpon paine of loo- 
ſingthegraceand fauour which had beene gran- 
' ted vato them. | bt .1 Fo 2p4 

-;: Butthisſerued notto any other end, but to for- 
tifie their reſolution, and to giuethem hope of 
that which remained, for withoutany other war- 
rantorauthority, they eſtabliſhed themſeluesin 
the Vniucrlitie, contrary to the oppolition plca- 
dedagainſt them, referred vnto Counlell, and 
not yerdecided, and ſo remained vntill the edi, 
and decree of the yeere, 1595, by whichthey 
weredriucnand baniſhed out. of the Kingdome; 
By the letters of reeſtabliſhment,which they haue 
obtained , and which have beene verified inthis 
Courtin the beginning of the yeere ſix hundred, 

- and foure, itiscontained amongſt-other things, 
that they ihall not haue powertoereRany Col- 
ledge, nor to make, any reſidence in any other 
Towne. or part of theRealme, but there,where 
they were then eſtabliſhed by appointment of - 
their letters, without expreſſc permiſſion of the 
King : and particularly within the iuriſdition of 
this Parliament, except onely. inthe Townes of 
.Lyexs, and Fleche , which they being not willing 
| _ "preſentlie 
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preſently to thwarte,.noropenly ro band them- 
ſelues againſtthe Vniucrlity of: Paris, whom they 
knew to: bee in the particular proteRion of this 
great. parliament, whofe Tuſtice the brighter ir 
thineth , the eſſe they dare behold it, they haue 
circumuented: the accuſtomed weakeneſle and 
folly of the ſimple pcople,vponwhich foundati- 
on they build their moſt firme defſignes, and b 
che eſtabliſhment of one or two and forty Col. 

' ledges which they have in the Townes of this : 
Realme, in ſteadof twelue or fourercene, which' 
they hadinformertimes,haue imagined, thatcut- 
ting off, and diverting the ftreames, which runne 
into this greatriuer,they would wholy. dry it vp, - 
And thereis no doubt, butthat.the Vnwerlſicy. 
harh chereby telca greatimpayring;and tharthey 
had conccined ſuch an opinion of-theſucceſle, 
that they already gaue oue thatmen tooke no- 
ticeof their worth, and that they were efteemed 
neceſſary, that the Vniuerſity.feught them, and 
offercd them the-Colledges of Plaſiis du' Mans, | 
and of Cholets:to toyne them tothat of Cler- 
mont,they reported vnder hand, that the City of 
Paris ſhould come tothatpafſcar length; tharir 
ſhould giue them the. Colledge of Navarre, . or 
that any other ſhopld- be builr them as large as 
that. But God would that the ſmoke of thele 0- 
ſtentartions ſhould -doe no hurt, but ro the 
eyes of the Teſuites, andthatthe fruit, and con- 
centment of their renenge hath fallen ont other- 
wiſe, then they expeRed; Tx they contelle, Sas 
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the Vniuerſity remainingas'it doth without ad- 
mitting, or xeceluing chem! into it, their other 
Colledges cannor long continue, and that their 
deſignes for the inſtruftion of youth, wilbe well 
nigh fruiclefle, and co no purpoſe, whercunto in 
as muchas they are ſtirred vp with the deſire of 
rule, and by the conlideration of that greatneſle, 
to which my aſpire, not being ableto be with- 
held by the force of the lawes of our V niuerlity, 
- by theauthority of your decrees, nor the condi- 
tions of their reeſtabliſhment, weare conſtrained 
todiſconer oneof the myſteriesof their ambition, 
Although that the Ieluics greatly wronging 
learning, doe mangle, and diucriifie the ancient 
authors, that they are altogether ignorant inthe 
ſecret of the tongues, yeathat tn the Colledges, 
where they account themſclues ſerled, and eſta- 
bliſhed rocontinue, as in 7zaly, and in Sawoy, they 
doaltogether contemnethem,and reade no other 
books,bur ſuch as are compoled by thoſe of their 
own (ociety;notwithſtading the repuratis of lear- 


_ - ning is highly efteemd,the which they can neucr 


' vſurpenor adde vnto their trophies, as long as 
the Vniverſity continueth without Ieſaites..41:- 
miayus Marcellinus writeth, that it was ſufficient 
for the Phyſitians of histime;-inrecommendati- 
on of their knowledge,to hane ſtudied in Alexan- 
aria;\o itadderhvnto the meritofany man, be he 
neuer(o: Jearned, /to haue ſtudiedin Paris;- the 
ſtrangerseuidently ſhew ir,in ſeeking the alliance 
of the Vniucrlity of Pars, to grace their [chooles, 
as 
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es that of Pauia, called her ſelfe,as Crantzize wri- 
tech, her daughter, that of Milan her lifter, as wit- 
neſſerh Paulus Toutre inthe life of one of the Ga- 
leaces. 

* Beſides this reputationof great importance, 
which cangiue, or rake from them the choice of 
the beſt wits;they cannot manage the inſtrution 
of youth, according to their minde, any where 
elſe, as well as at Paris, the ſeat ofthe Empire,the 
place, wherethe royalty relideth, whereon the 
eyes of Franceare (er;the reſidence of the great & 
foueraigne aſſemblies ;' no where our of Perrys is 
there ſuch ciuilirie,our of Pars little experience is 
to belcarned in affaires, elſewher, the courſe of 
the world is nor knowne.To conclude, ir is the 
braine 'of the body of thiseſtare;- if they cannor 
trupy this part, their hope is halfe fruſtra- 
ted,

gotten more knowledge, their tudgementis aug- 
mented, they are diverted by a quite contraryin- 
firution vntotheirs, ſo that their harueſt neuer 
commeth to p<rfe&tion, for toconfirme and ſet- 
letheirdodrine, and inſtitution, they muſt al- 
waies have their eye ypon their ſcholler, whom

forthe Catholique religion, that wichourthem,, 
tt cannor ſubſiſt, they ſay that they werechoſen 
by the dinine'prouidence, for arule, and; refor- 
 mation'in'thelſe Jatter times : Ad filentiunitwmidis 
magiiterys mponendum, defecius atarum corrigens 
dos © fur rh T 9ſuppreſſe and put to ſilence 
the haughty doftors, and to ook and corre(t the de- 
fed?s of other men: As Ozorims hath written in 
his ſecond ſermon vponthe death of father.7gna-, 
tw, applying vato their ſociety”, the dreames 
. and 
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and vaine fancies of che Abbot 1oachire condem- 
ned by the Church. VWhereuppon it followes, , 
that they ſubmit all char which concerncth the 
honor of God, or the good of the Catholike 
* religion,tothe particular intereſt of their ſocicty, 
and reputeall choſe for heretikes, which doc noc 
follow theirdiueliſh opinions,and concurre with: 
them 1n their ſubriſties, and cunning praiſes. 
T his 1sthereaſon that Ribadenera writeth, that 
Ignatius Lozola framed his religion, by reaſon that 
allchereſt weredefeQiue: whenceirproceederh, 
that by the Bulles of Pope Pris the fitth and ſixth, 
they haue gotten by way of preuention, all che 
graces, indulgences, facultics, and priuiledges, 
whichcan -be found ever. to have beenegranted 
toany, eAutchac conce(/a 7 concedenda; A teſti- 
mony that their ambition is not yerar the point 
where they. will ſtay. In their inſtitution they 
hauc wholy derogated from the dilciplineof the. 
Church,and from all the ancient Canonicallcon- 
ſitutions, irmay be truly ſaide,- as the decree of 
the Sorbonne hath alrcady pronounced, thatthey 
baue built, andraiſed them(clues vpon theruine, 
and decay of monaſticalidiſcipline,Allthereligi- 
ous men, . which, ſince thetime of. our Sauionr 
Chriſt, hauechoſcn akindeof life, ſpecial, and 
different from that which is ordinary andcom- 
mon to all Chriſtians, have made immutable 
vowes, taken markes, whereby to'be diſcorned 
ſtedfaſt, immoucable, and perperuall rales:Tbe 
law of Goddoth command, that-that which1s 
Eit7 F dedicated 
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dedicated and conſecrated vnto God by theſan- 


Rification of a ſolemne vow, ſhould remaine for 
euer afſured and (erled in that eſtate, which is the 
higheſt degree of perteAion that. can bee tmagi- 
ned : whenceirt commeth' to-paſſe, thatinthings 
inanimate, and without life, weecannot make 
that which is fanRihed, perſevering inhis inte- 
erity,to be vnhallowed,and looſe the force of his 
conſccration.Farre greater reaſon-then is it that a 
man vowed,dcdicated,& conſecrated-vnto' God, 
ſhould not looſe thiseflentiall quality, andinſe- 
parable from the ſubie&, Saint 7 homas ſetting 
downe the difference betweene a {imple Vow, 
anda folemne vow, as that of entring intoreligi- 
on is, 'teacheth vs, that the ſolemnity of a' vow 
cenſiſteth-in "the conſecration of - him which 
is vowed, /2uando per rertareguls profeſiionem re- 
lifto ſeculo &« abdicata propr iawvoluntate perfettionis 
ftatum aſſumit : When by takmy pon him the pro- 
fe(f1on of a cert aine rile or Order forfaking the world, 
and renouncing his owne will and affettions, he doeth 


' aſſume the eſtate of perfettion, which all the Di- 


uines hold cannot be-abandoned, nor for{aken 
without Apoſtalie, Theleſtitesattheentring 
into theirorder,do make a ſolemn vow between 
thehands of theirſapetior, and afolemne pro- 
feſl1on,to live according to the rulesof their ſoci- 
ety,the whichare of Obedience,Pouerty,&Cha- 
ſtity ; notwithſtanding, by permitting, /as they 
doe)thoſe of their order to change their forme 
and-manger of life to poſſeſſe goods and riches, 
tO, 
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to ſucceed their anceſtors as heires, and at anced 
ro matry,” as many of them hauedone, i they doc 
- peruect rhe effe&t of this infinite obligation, 
and of a moſt ſolemne vow they makea imple 

one, and glue leaue vnto him, which hath promi- 

{cd toobleruetheirrule,and by conſequence thar | 

which depends thereupon, toviolate the lame, 

which is fo ſtrange,thar Navarra in hiscommen- 

taries De Regularibus tom.1. faith, hoe eft noui(s1- 

wum 4dmrabile, conceſſumprafate ſocietati : T his 
is an admirable noneltie, eranted unto the aforenamed 
ſorietie, It it had beene any where cle 'bur at 
Rome, he would not haue ſtacke to haue ſaid that 
this was repugnant- to the Dinine and Canon 
law. Andalthonghtharrhere be nothing more 
naturalin allobligations,and bonds,yeathe chie+ 
feſt, and moſtpreciſe of all;then ro be reciprocall 
and mutuall; *that- as the people are boundto 

' yeeld fidelity, "and obedience vnto their Prince, 
fois he bound'likewiſc: to give prote&tion vato 
his ſubies; God himſeife would not beexemp- - 
ted, when heſaith,aſſemble methe people of the 
carth, that they may iudge beweene my people, 
and me, - what thing Iought to haue done for 
them and/hauenor done it : And moreapparant- 
; inthegoſpell, which is full of fveetnes and mild- 
nes; whence it proceedeth,thar there is no religi- 
on inthe world, receiuing the Vow,and ſubmiſh- 
on of a'religious man, which dorh- not bind it 
ſelfero keepe and mainraine him,"in his greateſt 
extremities, and infirmitiesz they onthe contrary 
F 2 as 
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as if they were bound to nothing at all,do cxpell; 
and mayturncour at theirpleaſure, yea, though 
they haue beene thirty yeeres of their loctety, 
thoſe which are weake and ſickly. Whom they 
cichcr cannotor will not make vſc of any longer. 
Another thing quice contrary to Eccleliaſtt- 
cali diſcipline is'this : By the Buls of Paul the 
third of the yeere.1 5 43-and of 7wlwsthethird,in 
the yere 15 50. they are permitted to change all 
theirrules', andconſtitutions, as oftenas it ſhall 
pleaſe their Gencrall, and he ſhall chinkeit to be 
cxpedicnt,for the good of his company,theſe are 
 thevery words + Et tam hattenus fattas quamin. 
poſterum faciendas conſtitutiones, ip[as tuxta locorum 
acrerii qualitatem mutare, alterare, ſeu intoti caſſa- 
re altas de. nou? condere poſs. nt E* valeant: And 
that they haue fullpower and authoritie according as 
the condition of the places and the eſtate of the aff atres 
doe require, to change, alter, or viterlie to aboliſh all 
con/titutions,either heretofore maat,or hereafter to bee 
made,and tomake new in their ſiead. So rhatas they 
ſay rhemſclues,they are neither regular, nor ſecu- 
lar, norare boundto anyrule, havingno other 
excuſe for this diflolution, but the deligne of the 
abſolute power, which they continyallicpoine 
ar, & that the temporal/power,may giue place to: 
the ſpiricuall, for the greater glory of God,as it is 
{aide in cheninth part of their conſtitutions, the 
third chapterand ninth article ; poterit 7n omni- 
bus ad matorem Dei ploriam; ot ſenſerit, procedere: 


Hic may proceedinall things as hee ſball ſee cauſe, ſo. 
it 
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it beto the greater glorieof God. Theend of their 
fourch vow is the moſt exa&t obcdience tothe 
Pope,concerning their miſstons, which they will 
make vs belecue is only in regard of Infidels, buc 
on the contrary they themlelues have: written, 
that this obedience ought to be mcatured, and re-: 
ferred vnrothe morion and will of him,to whom 
iris promiſed: So thatat theinſtantchat the Pope 
ſhall purpoſc,thar che Bull i» cena Domuni, ſhould 
bind the French men, and that he wouldlcavic 
that which they call;and 'rerme;ſufferance,rhe 1c- 
ſuices are obliged by their vow to executeit; ac- 
cording to his meaning, without any other tem- 
per or moderation,burtthe will of their General, 
on-whom the eſtateand the/lite.of ail ourKings 
by this meancs: ſhall depend, an. effeft of their 
blind obedience for the perfection whereof they 
adde, 1mperfeiFa eft ca obedientia,in qua, preter exes 
euttonem.non eft hes etuſacm voluntatic &> ſententte, 
inter eum qui inbet (© eum:quiobedit Sanjenſis That 
obeatence ts vnper fel? wherein, beſides the execution 
there is not the ſelft ſame conſent bath of will and opi- 
108 in him that commandeth,and the other who obet- 
eth, having nootherguide;,burthe meaming,and 
will of thew Generall-which they -oughrro cxc- © 
cute from point to. point, and lay 'thatithey ar = 
bound toeffe&itwithoutany knowledge, or diſc 
cretion, after the manner perchance,as we reade 
in YiRor,inthethird booke of cheperſecution of 
che. :Vandales; -that #unneric King of the Van-. 
dales; being feran by the perſwalion of the 477

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4n5,w ould that all Catholiques ſhould ſiveare to 
that which was.conteined 1n a paper, which: was 
ſcaled vp, eucn asthe Prouincials of the Ieluires, 
often times in their aſſemblies, doe cauſe the im» 
ro commands of their Generall to be exe- 
curede/ 4 - © 9H ?

And that which is wondrous ſtrange, to the 
endthat they may make the power of their com- 
pany abſolute, and the power of their Generall 
morcamplethen that of the Pope, in that which 
concerneth their vowesand miſhions, is this, that 
by the permilsion of their Generall they. may 
cauſe thatto be performed by others, whichrisen- 
toined them. by the Pope, and itmay bereuo- 
ked by. their Generall,: yea without theknow- 
tedge, and conſent of the Pope, inthe ninth part 
of their Conſtitutions..chap.3.art,z;. And that 
which tendeth rather to lay the foundation of a 
particulargreatnes, then to the good of the Vni= 
niverſall..Church, they-.-haue obtcined-Bulles 
wherein all: menate forbidden; 'withoutexcep 
tingany, no notmy Lords, the Cardinalsto take 
vponthemany knowledgein the ſecrets of their 
rule, ortoſound them, although it weretono 0- 
ther purpaſe;but ro knowthe truth/thereof; as if 
that from -hencetorth the diſcourſe, and iudge- 
ment of men were bound ro become flaues ro 
their vnderftandingand dire&ion alone: by. the 
Bullot Gregory the: 13.decreedin the yeere..1.5 $4: 
Ne quis culaſcunq; flat gradusR3* preemitientis 
exiſtat, aitt a ſacietatis inſtrtatuns, .conſtitutiones,:vel 
etiam 
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ctiom: profentss, autquemtit earum) aut ſipradeie 
Tu omit articulerum,v'el amnioquid'ſupraditta 
concernnes, quoutsdi{butandi, veletiam veritatis inda- 
gande quaſito colore drrette vel indirette impugnare, 
wel eis cantraditere: audeat, © That noman of what e+ 
ſtate, degree orpreheminence whutſoeacr;be ſo bold) as 
vpon any fained colour,either of difputation;or of ſear- 
ching out the truth, direftly or indiretthe toimpugne, 
or contraditt the ordinances and conſtitutions of the 
ſaid ſocietie,or theſe preſents,or anie article of themr,or 
of all the aforeſaid prems (ſes or ameother thing wh' ch 
may concerne the ſaid premiſſes,” And, that' which 
ſurpaſſerhall beleefe,itattributcth vnro their Ge- 
nerall only power to explaine and interprer 
itas' hee ſhall-thinke g00d+:) which was inucn- 
red in fagourof them), thety when father Claude 
Matthew ſhewed at Rome the memories and re- 
metmbrances for the haſtning and advancing of 
our miſeries and troubles : and they having pro- 
ceeded (od cunningly,that of. 39.Bulles which they 
hane obteined; they neuerſhewed any butthoſe 
which leaſt ſcemed to fauour them, becauſe they 
would notdiſcouer the great recompences which 
they receive for endeuouring to bring the Papal 
dignity to this height,' chatthere ſhould be no- 
thing either'in» che ſpiritualty or temporalty, 
which ſhould not become ſubordinate vato it,ex- 
cepting only their Generall :' forthe berter effe- 
ing whereof, their Bulles containe in; them ab- 
ſolution. from ''all excommunications which. 
they might incurre 4 #ure , vel ab homme, to __ 
wy 
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end:\thatnoreſpe&ofdaty,orof avy obligation 
whatſocuer, might retaincand withhaid themin - 
ſetting forward this bulineſſe. Andas the Teſu- 
ires-in \excuſe of themſelues alleadge that-they 
were notthefirſt authors of this abſolute power, 
Otho Frifingenſis having obſcrued ,that ir began 
vnder Greeoriethe 7, vpon occalion of the inue- 
ſtitures, and was continued vnder Gregorze the 9. 
ſoare we to admire the ſage pronidence of the 
Almighty, who-.preſerued inthe {choole of Sor- 
bonne, founded. about-the.lamerime,the treaſure 
ofthetruth, | cohtrary vntothat. which the Teſu- 
ices propoſe vnto vs, as the firſtand chictearticle 
of our faith,; -;; 5 v3 ch ; 
The ſchoole of Parrs hath alwaies taught; that: 
the primacie, of, Saine Peter;and: his-ſucceſiours, 
Popesof Rome, is by the law diuine, in honorand 
reverence whereof the Church,iantiquity, &the 
Chriſtian Princes haue granted and attributed 
vato the holy Sea many greatpriuiledges, & pre-. 
rogatiues whichare by the law humane; thatle- 
fus Chriſt immediarly after him, and proportio- 
nably ſending forth his Diſciples and Apoſtles 
gaue vnto them all equally my indiuidually the 
power of the keies, and thatthig miſGion.isareall 
conferring of power, and juriſdigion, cuen asall 
the members of a naturall body, although they 
are inequall in dignity, doe proceed immediatlit 
from nature ; by reaſon-whereof the eſtace of the 
Church, is Monarchicall,tempercd with an/Ari- 
ſtocraticall gouernementof Biſhops and Prieſts, 
as 
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as it werea Senate: the moſt free and perfet e- 
ſtate, which thar can be imagined, Whenceit a- 
riſeth, that the certainc, and infallible authority 
for the reſolution of points of religion, doth re- 
{idc inthe whole Church, and notin the head a- 
lone, that by reaſon hereof, Councels are neceſſa- 
ric for the gouernmentthercof,the concluſion of 
whoſe decrees, and Canons, by reaſon of the 
plurality of voices,the Pope himlelfe is bound to 
oblerue, without being able to diſpence there- 
withall, butin caſe, where the Church being af 
ſembled in councell, would haue giuen diſpenſati- 
on , namely, where it concerneth the good of 
the vniuerſall Church, and not of particulars, 
which is the ſolide foundation,whereon theliber- 
tics of our Church of: Fraxcearegrounded. 
Hence it ariſethIikewiſe,that the decrees, Bnls, 

cenſures, and excommunications of the Popes, 
yea the Bull i» cena Domini, and the counlell of 
Trent, as farre as they concernethe ciuill gonern- 
ment, do no way binde, nor may be executed be- 
fore they have beene firſt approued,recciued,and 
publiſhed by the Councell, and Ariſtocraticall 
order of the Ordinaries of the places, which 
ought to put them incxecution, and cauſe them 
to be obſerued ; that the ſacred cleftions which 
ſucceeded the miſ$ion and vocationimmediaclie 
made by our Sauiour Chriſt, do appertainevnto 
che Church both by the law of God and nature, 


as it appcarcth in the 1. and & Chapter of che 
in Aas 
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At of the Apoſiles,by the counſels of Nz/e.and 
Baſil, and by the ordinances of our King S. Lewes, 
and Charles the ſeuenth. That the Pope is the 
diſpenſator and Steward, and not Lord of bene- 
fices,that he cannottrouble the ordinaries in their 
fun&ions, nor depriue them of their benefices, 
without lawfull cauſe, and without the Counlel] 
of the Church, according vnto that which Saint 
Grezorie hath written,and is inſerted inthe bodie 
of the Canon aw, can.ecce.grſt.99. and S.Bernard 
lib. 3. de conſideratione. cap, 4. and Gerſſon in his 
booke of the Eccleſiaſtical power con(id, 12.and 
inthe treatiſe which hee hath made concerning 
the Eſtates of the Church. 

_ _ Comtartwiſe the Icſuites teach, that it ſuffi» 
ſcch not to belecue that the primacie of Saint 
Peter is by the law of God,but that for a more ac- 
compliſhed government of the Church,we muſt. 
acknowledge a Monarchicall, vninerſa},abſolute; 
and infallible power ouer all Chriſtians, yeain 
that which concerneth the temporalty, for to 
giuethem Jawes and direQions,yeain Ciuil mat- 
ters no otherwiſe then doth the reaſonable ſoule 
rule the body, and aftetions of man, this is the 
dodrine of Cardinall Zellarmiz in his booke de 
Rom : Pontifice. of Salmeron in his fourth Tome, 
andthe third part, the fourth treatiſe, explaining 
chat place of Saint Matthew: Dabo tibi claues 

" regm celorum,T will eie thee the keies of the King- 
dome of heanen. of his commentaries vpon the 1 3 
chapter of the Romains, and in the fourth diſpu- 


cation 
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tation:of Ludowicus Molins the 2.treatiſe de inſti 
tia © ture, the 29. diſputation : of Azorivsin the 
ſecond part of his morall inſticutions the 4, book 
and 19.chapterand of his 21.bookethe 3.and 5. 
chaprer of Gregoriue de Y alentiain his commenta- 
ries,of cMagalhanw inthe beginningot hiscom- 
mentaries of the Eccleſiaſticall Hierarchie, to 
which abſolute power their principalland moſt 
ſecret vow, the firſt foundation, and motion of 
their inſtitution and Order being tied, we haue 
ſmall reaſon to doubt, but that this is the com- 
monand certaine received doQtrine of all their 
ſociety. 

They adde moreover, that Ieſus Chriſt hath gi. 
ven the ketes with all Eccleftaſticall powerto S. 
Peter alone, and to his ſucceſſors, for todiſtribute 
the ſame amongſt the Apoſtles, Biſhops, and 
Prieſts,according as they ſhal thinke it fit: whence 
it followeth of neceſſity, thar che inſtiturion of 
Biſhops, and Curats is not by the law diuine, and 
that the Church is a pure ſoueraignty, which 
 oughttodepend on the will of the Popealone, 

whereupon theleſairs found their great power, 
to the preiudice of Biſhops, Curats, and Pre- 

Jates, alin them moreauthority ouer the 
flockes of other men then the Paſtorsthemlſelues. 

And indced by the Bulles of Gregory the 13.0t 

the yeere 76.and 84. beſides that they are ex- 

empted from the iuriſdiion of all Ordinaries 
as well ſecular as regular,all command i5attribu- 


ted vnto them, and they are conſtituted to beas 
G2 It 
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it were ſuperintendents in the Church, whence 
it ariſerh,that they vſurpe vpon the charges of ll 
Eccleltaſticall perlons , bec it either in admini- 
ſtring the ſacraments, or in any other funion 
whatloeuer, & at this day the Penitentiary of my 
Lord the Biſhop of Parzs,although it be furniſhed 
with three moſt (ufficient doors in divinity, & 
renowned for their integrity, yetis tina manner 
forſaken & abandoned in rcſpeR of the Oratory 
of the Ieſuits,and the Catholike Church of Eng- 
land bcing deſtitute of Biſhops by chetr monopo- 
ly,is depriucd ofthe holy ſacrament of conficma- 
tion. Whereitisca(te to be knowne, whether 
thoſe of the Sorbonne of Pars, who haue alwates 
mainteined hierarchical order, andthe dignity of 
Biſhops, haue from the yeer 1 5 54. rightly conic- 
Aured of theirdelign, which is:to withdraw from 
the ordinaries the obedience and ſubicAion due . 
vato:the,if the Icluits may be (er forth as Biſhops 
and Curates and by this fulneſle of power, haue 
more authority then the lawfull paſtors, the Bj- 
ſhops ſhould be but as Vicarsdeſtituable at their 
pleaſur.s. Pau/(aith, that the power was giuE him 
notta deſtroy but toedifie, and made ſcruple to 
preachthe Goſpell where Chriſt ſhould have bin 
already preached,ze ſuperaliens fundamentii edifs- 
earet.Ro.1 5.6 Eupertus interpreting the wordsof 
8.70hn.4.chap.Y t cognonit Chriſtus,&>6.ſaith,that 
the great M-,of Humility hath taught all the do» 
orsof the Church & ofthe houſhold of faith, 
not to intermeddle wich,nor peſtcrthe charges & 
cures ene of another, alchough that he were the 
fu 
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ſan & the lightit ſelfe,yer he would notmanifeſt 
himſcife nor ſhine there, where Saint 7ohz had. 
firſt begun to ſhewe his borrowed light : can'it be 
imagined ,thar ir 1s poſsible to ſubſtitute one in 
the place of thefather of the familie! with the 
fame power and authority;as hec hath, to whom 
nature hath appointed it, or, as Ger/ozlairh, that 
the ordinaric Paſtors which arc accountablc and 
anſycrable before God for their flocke, ſhould 
not haue the guiding and goucrament thereof, 
to conclude, that a-ſtranger ſhouid 'haue: more 
priuacie with the wife, then the lawtull ſpouſe ? 
This is againſt che adutle of Saint Grepory. Nonego 
honoremeſſe puto((aith hey)in quo fratres honorem [u« 
um perdere cignoſco meus namque honor eſt honor v+ 
miuerſalis Eccleſis, mens honor f1atrum meorum ſoli- 
dis vigor, tune ego vere honoratius ſum, cum fingulus 
quibuſque tenor debitus nou negatur: TI doe not 
thinke any honor to bee done onto mee tn that whereby 
I know that my brethren looſe their honour, for my ho- 
nor ts the honor of the vniuerſall Church, my honour is 
the ſoliderigonr and courage of my brethren, then, am 
1 truly honored, when cuery onc in particular hath not 
his due honor and reſpect denied him. And S. Bernard 
ſaich, honors ac dignitats gredus, © oraines quibuſlq; 
ſuos ſeruare poſiti eſtis nd inuidere, You are apornted to 
preſerne ex maintain the acgrees& ordersof eucryone 
in his particular place &: dignity & not to enuy them. 
 Moreouerthe Icſuits doe teach, propoſe, and 
maintaine,thatthe Pope only is infaſhible, the ce- 
lebration of Counccls is but for decencie onely, 
vt facilins canones recipiantur : That the Canons 
G3 way 
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may bee more willingh receiued: that the Synodall 
rclolutions doe depend not only of the will of 
che Pope, but that hce may diſpence with them, 
change and abrogate them when hee thinketh 
good, that the ſacred eleAions are neither from 
the law of God or nature,and appertaine only to 
che Pope; Cardinall Bellarmize 1n the firſt booke 
De clericis.chap.8.and that hee may diſpoſe of be. 
nefices, yea to the preiudice of the Patrons, and 
ofthoſe vpon whom they are conferred,etiam ſine 
cauſa, yea without any cauſe, the proper tearmes of 
Emmanuel Sai verbo Papa, That the Buls cons 
ſtitutions, cenſures and excommunications, yea 
che Bull 7» cena Domin?, and the Councell of 
Trent, in that which concerneth the civill Poli- 
ciedoeoblige the French men in conſcience al- 
though the French Church neuer gaue conſent 
chereunto, nordid cuerreceiue them, Azorive 
inthe5.booke, the 3.chap.of his morall inſtituti- 
ons. Ifchat the councels doe depend entirely of 
the authority and approbation of the Pope, as 
they mainteine, and the author of the Catholike 
inſtitution perſwadeth, when as in reckoning v 
thoſe which arelegitimate, hec omitteth thoſe of 
Conſtance and of Baſil, which can bee vpon no 0- 
_therground, bur for want of being approued and 
allowed, by the Popes,as Mariana his Colleague 
hath written, it followeth, (and ſee the miſchiefe 
they runne hcadlong into, jthatall the liberties 
of the French Church founded vpon the autho- 


ritie 
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ritie of the Councelsare ſchiſmaticall, ſince there 
1s an higher aſcendent then that ofthe Councels, 
that che appellations which are interpofed vpon 
this foundation, are groflc abules and are abho- 
' minable:it followeth moreouer that the ſacred e- 
Ieftions, have not their beginning from the law 
of God,that the Primitive Church,& the Church 
of France, haue beenc in an crror vntill che con- 
cordate King Frances betweene the firſtand Leo 
the fafr,that you(my Lords)doe vſurpe vpon the 
grcateſt part of the turiſdiftion which you have, 
and theuſtice which you lincerely cxerciſe,which 
the Councell of Trex? attributcth ro Eccleliaſti- 
call perſons. 

Asthe dodrine of the Icſuits peruerteth the 
Hierarchicall order of the Church,ſo doth it an- 
nihilatetheaurhoricy of Princes and of politique 
lawes,and drowncth it in the ſpirituallpower,and 
is herein as oppolite and contrary to that which 
our Theologie doth belecuc' as white 1s vnto 
blacke, northeſenſuall appericeto reafon, and if 
thar calamities paſt haue not wholy bereft vs of 
our memorie, we may thinkeit to beatthistime 
the miraculous hand of God, which, when wee 
leaſt thought vpon it, ſeemed to lay open this - 
occaſion, not only tomake vs ſee, but allo feele 
and touch the cauſe of our ſorrowes. 

The Vniuerſitie of Pars teacheth, that the ſpt- 
rituall power is no leſſe ſeparated from the tem- 
porall,then heauen isfrom carth, Theraigne of 


the ſonne of God and of his Vicarour holy - 
ther- 
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ther is not of this world : the Church ought not 
ro vie,(beſide the Ecclefiaſticall cenſure, and thar 
. forlawfull cauſes and infuch forme and manner 
as 1s preſcribed, ) any other meanes,bur perſualt- 
on, and not conſtraint, her proccedings, which 
ought to draw vs toerternall Wide. {1mply 
aduiſe and dire&ion, and nor force, and rigor, 
that it can in no ſort appertaine vnto Ecclcltaſti- 
call men to meddle in ſecularaffaires, all their in- 
tcrmedling ought to be tied vnto the ſoule and 
conſcience, and their turiſdidtion vnto thoſe aCti- 
ons,which tollow and depend on the adminiſtra- 
tion of the ſacraments. 

That by the law of God and nature, Kings hol- 
ding amongſt menthe higheſt place next and im- 
mediately vnder God,hauecall politique and ciuil 
power, and that they alone haue power ouer all 
that which concerneth the temporalty , and 
amongſt all Princes of the earth ous thrice 
chriſtian Kings, tro whom it ſeemeth ,that God 
hath communicated the moſt liucly markes and 
repreſentation of his image, who doc notavuow, 
nor acknowledge thitthey hold of any one bur 
God alone, their ſcepter, and their crowne, 
which hc hath had in his (peciall prote&tion well 
nigh fromtherime that the crowne of the Sayi- 
our of the world hath beene adored. TheKing 
of France I ſay, who by the teſtimony of the 
Greekeand Latine Hiſtoriographers, and ſince 
theirtime by the Italian writers and doors is 

amongſt other Kings as the glorious ſtarre of the 
J daie 
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daic in the middeſt of a cloude comming from 
the. South bearing the crowne of. glorie and li- 
bertie. woe 

Contrary vnto this,the Teſuits doe ſubmityn- 
to the abloluteand infallible Monarchie, which 
they {eeke to eſtabliſi , the temporaltie of all 

Kings and Princes, to the end thar the (pirituall 
power may reforme, rule and corredt them when 
they abuſe theirauthority, that 1s-to lay, when 
they doe notasthe Pope would hauc them, and 
behold their ſophiſtrie,indeed (ay they the ſpiri- 
tuall power ought not to meddle directly in ecu» 
lar affaires,proutded that they hinder nor, or bee 
no obſtacle tothe end and deltgne of the {piritu- 
all power, or that they cannot (eruc, aide, or ad- 
uance the ſame, for if it beſo,and that there be a- 
ny aduantage to begotten, /brritualis poteſtas po- 
teſt & debet coercere temporalem oumi ratione, © 
via,que ad id neceſſaria efſe videtur : T he ſpiritual 

power may and ought to correct the temporall by anie 
way or meanes whatſoeuer ſhall [eeme neceſſary there« 
unto ; the propertearmes of Cardinall Zellarmine 
inthe 5.booke,de Rom.Pontif.cap.6. This 1s the 

Vniucrſaltdoarine of all the Ieſuits before cited, 
and others who hauc writren,there being ſcarcely 
any one that hath omitted to handlethis ſubicet, 
which is the principall ſcope andend of theirin- 
ſtruction, 

This is the cuill do&rine whole. fallacious 
manner ofarguing and contrary toalltherules of 


diſcourſe and diſputation, hatched the ay 
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of the yeere 15 84. tn which time the bookes of 
Cardinall Bellarmin were publiſhed and preached 
in all corners of France : a doctrine of correQion, 
which conſtrained King Henrythe third of happie 
memory, who had hazarded his life athouſand 
times for the zeale of the Catholtque religion, to 
victhe remedy which he ſo many times found by 
experience to be mortail and deadly, torced him 
to revoke. the Edi of peace vnder which his 
kingdomeandEſtare of France did quietly live, 
for to cicatrizeto his greatgricte ſo dangerous a 
wounde. 

Lervs not any more decciue our ſclues; the 
falſe opinions in religion as they arediſcalcs of 
- theſoule , ſo ought they to be cured by ſpirituall 
remedics, the ſubſtance of ſoules which 1s incor- 
poralland inuilible, cannor be conſtrained to re- 
cclue or reiett any thing by force, and therefore 
thoſe, who thinke to eſtabliſh religion by force, 
as theIeſuits, doe wholy forſake and abandon 
thelawand will of God, who would not in the 
building ofthe marcriall Temple of 7eruſalem,the 
figure of his Church, any one ſtroke ſhould bee 
gluen with the hammer, or any other toole of i- 
ron: orthatthe pretext of religion ſhould driue 
men into extremiries ſo farre different from all re- 
Irgion, Jet vs notattribute vnto ciuill warre the 
like eftetas vntothe word of 'God, which alone 
hath power to confirme mens hearts in thetruth , 
w_ to dire& them from the contrary : ſo hath 
thcre nothing elſe ariſen from thence, but'that 
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the ſtrong potion of this ;Circe of civill warre 
made vs to torger our ſelues and all humanitic. 
And although that bothbÞy the law of God 
and nature, and by humane inſtitution all ſub- 
ies owe faithfull obedience to their Kings and 
naturall Princes, without that any one of what 
quality ſoeuer, or by reaſon of any priuiledge 
whacſocuer can be freed or exempted. Nor ſolum 
propter iram, ſea propter conſcientiam : Not only for 
feare but for conſcience, as (aith the Apoſtlezthis be 
ing preſcribed both by the (criptures, by the do- 
Arine of the fathers, and by the Canons of the 
Church : the very bond and ciment of peace 
berweene the two powers, the influence of the 
perfe& and accompliſhed harmonie of all com- 
mand and rule here on carth, wherein the beſt and 
firſt Chriſtians being inſtraQted, haue alwates 
made it their glory to. ſeruc their Kings cheere- 
fully wkatſocuer they were, and coaccompliſh 
their commandementsinall humble obedience 
cuea vnto-the death -..yert notwithſtanding all 
thisvpon the dofrine of this abſolute aurhori- 
ty of correfting the temporall power, by thepi- 
rityuall, arc founded the excommunications a- 
gainſt Kings, interdiftions of their Kingdomes, 
dilcharging of their people from the oath of tide- 
litie and obediencc,in caſe that theirnaturalland 
liege. Princes ſhould vndertake any. thing in 
eemporall matters, contrary vnto the. will of 
the Popes :',adorine adiuged to be (chiſmart- 


call by our Church,the maintainers thereof con- 
H 2 demned 
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demned by the Magiſtrates, conformably vnto 
thatwhich the French ' Church reſoluedinthe 
time of Zews the Debonnaire, vpon whom Gre. 
gory the fourth would needs make triall of ex- 
communication, the which reſolution was ſu- 
ſtcined and vpheld by Hmemarus Archbuhop 
of Reims whole writings are canonized, and con- 
firmed in the time of Lewes the Grofle againſt 
Pope Paſchal of King Philip Auguſites againſt 
Celeſtinethe 3, of Philip the faire againlt Boniface 
the $.and likewiſe by the Councell of Tovrsin 
the time of Lewes the 12. 

Notwithſtanding the Teſuits haue taken no 
other pretext but this to tuſtihe the viurpation 
of the Kingdome of Nawarre, made by Ferdinand 
King of Sparnevpon.lohn of Albret, forno other 
occaſion, but becauſe hce affiſted the King of 
France, againſt the' will of 7#{ the 2. whom 
Maſtcr Tohn du Tillet Biſhop. of Meanx  calleth 
perfiaioſus ſceleratus ,Epwecors, perfidious wicked & 
foobjſh:in ſtead that M-.Gilbert Genebrard a Door 
brought vp.in the ſchoole of the Sorbonne in his 
Chronologie hath written: Ferdinandum Hiſþa- 
#1e regem nullo meliore iure, quam quod ſibi vtile &+ 
commodum efſſet, repgnum Nauarre expulſo loanne 
Albreto occupaſſe : T hat Ferdinand King of Spaine 
had nobetter right to poſſeſſe himſelfe of the King- 
dome of Nauarre by expelling Tohn Albret but that 
Was fit and commodions for him. 

_ Ifthe Frenchmen hath perſenered-in this nou- 
nſtment they had never ſacked this outlandiſh 
| Jo | pollon 
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poiſon which afterward was diffuſed into their 
veines, wee had: not ſeene therebellion' ſtirred 
vp againſt our good King Henry the 3 by this do- 
Arine, confirmed by the booke, whereof Zellar- 
min was the Author, intituled Franci/cus Remu- 
lus, | e76nm- art inthe yeere 88. by which (the 
 mindes of the French men being at that time, 
asthey reported ſufficiently diſpoſed and prepa- 
red)it was perſwaded, that the taking of armes 
againſta Soueraigne Prince, was lawtull wec had 
not feene' fo many fellowe-Citizens cruelly 
benrone to the ruine of the other, the heart of 
this poore Eſtate oppreſſed with ſo many cala- 
mitics, the breſt thereof ſo ſurcharged with an- 
guifh and endurances, and the skinne fo dried 
vp, and withered vpon the bones, that there 
was neither muſcle nor finew of this great body 
which could diſcharge his fun&tion, and our 
Country of France a thouſand times as it were 
at the laſt gaſpe. | 
But more then this ithad ncuer entred into 
the thought of a French man, if this dorine 
had not beene, that it was lawful! to: make any

Acgreat 
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A great misfortune that France. hathloſtthis 
aduantge which in ancienttime was attributed 
vnto her, thar ſhce nouriſhed no monſters. Bur 
God ſtirred vp his Hercules, to the end that he 
might ſubdue them, of whole hand next after his 
bountie he would wee ſhould receiue this diuine 
worke,and the miracle ofthe rilingagaine of this 
Eſtate. | 
In this time the Icſuirs knew that there re- 
ſted nothing which could any more be oppaled 
againſt rhe vitorious armcs. of our great King, 
that hee was as certainely aſſured of the honour 
of conquering his Kingdome, asthat iriuſtly ap- 
pertained vnto him, they made ſhew, as if they

what tongue canſufficiently pxaiſethe powerand 
effects of the luſtice of this great Parliament, 
which in the middeſt of the greateſt tempeſts, 
hath alwafes meaſured her ations by the com- 
paſſe of the good, and honour of this Eſtate? not- 
withſtanding all oppolicions your glory ſhall re- 
maine immortal, 

Plato in his Politickes holdeth an opinion 
which hath beene followed by many others, that

There had beene more ſpent in ſecking to diſ- 
Ppoile our King of hisrightfull inheritance; then 
cuer was it making warrcagainſt the Turke:ne- 
ucrthelefle all the iniuries which he had recciued 
from thetime of Szxtus the 5 .and his ſucceſſours 
vntill Clement the 8.could notwithold him from

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- fion ofthe wrongs hee had receiued to theglory 
of God, and the good of his peaple. Thus our 
King, whileſt hee lived exalted abone the moſt 
renowned Empecrors;richer then cuer Prince was 
in the loueof his people, had the good will of all 
his ſubies equally, and ashe wasall our hope; 
ſo was hethe terror of allour enemies; 

And that which made the bleſsing of God en- 
tire;zwas,that ncuer there were ſo good courſes ta- 
ken, and greater fuccefſe in the conuerſton of 
choſe which were out of the Church : in priuate 
there were ſuch mild communications,ſach mee- 
tings; and endeauors for the.honor of God, and 
of the Catholique Church :and fo viſible an o- 
perationof the holy{pirit, that choſe who were 
not yet touched, were'moreaſtonifhed then gree- 
ued,or diſpleafed thereat, What was the ſucceſle 
of the conference at Fountaine-bleaw where the 
King himſelfe was moderator,and did giue light 
vnto others by his example; as the light inthe 
middeſt of the Temple : where that Icarned Pre. 
late, that moſt illuſtrious Cardinal, that minde 
enriched with immortall graces, by his Chriſtian 
temper did more profit the Catholique religion, 
then tenthouſand Tefuits could cuerdoe bytheir 
preaching of fire& ſword >O what viorieswete 
there in publike of the greateſt wits, from whom 
the holy Scaand all Chriſtendome hath recciued 
moſt notable ſeruices\,what in-privateand parti- 
cular of thoſe who wanred' rather oportunitic 
then wHlR?Y 051/09 1317075300 it; If WORTH 
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TheperfeRion of a manconſiſterth inthe con-.

there is no Ecclefiaſticall order nor Religion 
which they haue not- gone about publikely ro 
diſgrace, who knoweth not what theirambition 
hach coſt the Catholique Church of England, 
which they had welnigh vndone in ſtead of ai- 
ding it? Aﬀtcrthe deccale of Cardinall Alan the 
conducting of the Engliſh Seminaries was com- 
mitted vnto the Ieluirs, preſently they meditated 
how they might take from the Pricſts and Ecclc- 
flaſticall men of the Country, whoſe deuotion 
and affection had beene prooucd, the rule and 
authority from ouertheir flocke, for to attribute 
it vnto themlelues, . cauſed Arch-pricſts to bee 
made which ſhould yeeld thema reaſon of all 
things, and would that the contributions and 
almes of the Country, which are not (mall,ſhould 
be diſtributed by their hands, which cauſed more 
trouble amongſt thoſe poore Catholiques, then 
all their perſecution ,in the which, before they 
medled with matters, there was neucr any obiet 
of committing treaſon: yea they came to ſuch cx- 
ceſſe that ſome Ecclefiaſticall men of England, 
hauing paſſed the Sea for toaduertile his holines 
of this diſorder Perſons the Teluite made them 
to be putin priſon,. and to be handled as male. 
factors and ſchilmarikes, and hindered their ap- 
peales from being recciued. 
| Theſe poore menthusaftlited ftoundmeanes 
by the Councell of the Vniuerſity of Paris, to 
make the juſtice of their complaint to appcare, 
whereapon - 
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whereupon 'came forth the Bree of Pope Cle- 
Petthe 8.by which the Eccleſtaſticallmen of Eng- 
land were forbidden to render any account of 
their adminiſtration, vntothe Teſuits, or to their 
Gcnerall, norto communicate their aftatrces vato 
them' by letters or orherwife, but to addreſle 
themſelves,dire&ly to hisholinefſe, with reuoca- 
tion of that which Cardinal Cazetan proteRor of 
England, had decreed in fauour of them, princt- 
pally conccrning the diſtribution of the almes : 
and after that,the trouble of that Church ceaſed, 
and the peace thereof had continued longer; had 
it not beene for the negotiations ofthe Tetuits, in 
that which rather concerned the Monarchie of 
the world, then the Kingdome of heauen. 
Another example without exception,and the 
carriage whereof was publike and notorious, a 
teſtimony of the mediocrity, whereof they boaſt 
that they haue gotten the perfeion, and of the 
peace whichthey procure vnto che Church. The 
 Inquiliti6 was placed inthe hands of the Domi- 
nicans, as well tortheirgreatand excellentknow- 
Jedge, as forthe great ſeruices they had done the 
Catholike Church,time hath not diminiſhed the 
ancientand firſtglory of this order. 'TheTefu- 
its, whoſe deſigne tendettrtothe ſoucraigne dig- 
nity of the Church, bethought themſclnes to 
ſtirre vpagainſt thema diſpute which they call 
de anxillys, concerning juſtification : thinking 
thatby 'getting ſome 'aduantage vpon the repn- 
tation of thele Religious men' lefle c_ 
then 
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then they are, it would bee ecaſieto pullout of 
their hands this powerfull. funtion, although 
rhey never had abuſed the fame. Which Pope 
Clement vnderſtanding forbad the diſputation, 
notwithſtanding the Ieſuits publiſhed che ſame; 
and there 1s no man who is ignorant, that this 
wiſc and holy Pope delired to abate their ambiti- 
on, confefling that hee had entred into ſpeech. 
* thereof, with Cardinall Tolet, who prefcrred 
rowards his latter cnd the honor and good of 
che Church, before the faftions of his ſocicty; 
that he had fought meanes to make the counſell 
of Sixtus the fifth to preuaile, which was to ſhut 
them vp, and to ſubmit their Generall to the ca- 
picular reſolutions of the ſociety, and to make 
him triennall, from the which thatthey mightſe- 
cure themſelnes, they hauc obtained a Bull from 
Pope Gregory the fourcteenth, which importeth 
excommunication to all thoſe who ſhould offer 
co enterpriſe the like : but the Pope being not a- 
ble to bring it to paſſe, and Cardinall T ollez being 
deceaſed, he would, vndercolourof reforming 
their Order, haue (ent their Generall into Sparne, 
which the Ieſaits withſtood, affirming vnto his 
Holineſſe, that he conld notdo it without preiu- 
dice of his health, which made one amongſtthem 
tro enquire of a woman which was poſleſſed 
with an evill ſpirit, what ſhould be the ſucceſſe 
of chat voyage,doubting with others of hisſocic- 


ty,thatthis was a meane to diminiſh the ey 
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of Aquauiua which is as greatat Romeas that of 
the Pope. $4 
The leauen which the Ieſuits had left inthe 
Townes where the Kings Edi touching there 
baniſhment was not executed, made them al- 
waics to cncreaſe the hope of their returne,hiſto» 
ries the witnefle of time, the memorie of ages 
paſt,the mirror of men, che meſſenger of all the 
accidents which declarethe truth, ſhall. faith- 
fully report vnto poſterity, that they haue not 
un lank: 1 ought which might make for their pur- 
pole, and they haue not concealed it, in a great 
diſcourle compolcd of thirty or fourty articles 
which they publiſhed, and {uppoled it to have 
been made in the yecre 1603. by the King, in 
an{werec to the grauc remonſtrances of his Parlia- 
ment,which they impoſeand thruſt vpon ſtrange 
nations as1t it were true, hauing made it to bee 
printed in LatinandIealian, and lately Gretſerws 
1n Germazy fortheir laſt diſcharge, and alſo Poſſe- 
wn, doc imploy it intheir Bibliotheca or Chro- 
nicle which they haue compoſed, to theend that 
this impoſture {hoyJd paſſe current vnto poſteri- 
ty: whoatter that they had beene 1o bold as to 
compare their .rceſtabliſhment which was- of 
pure and meere grace, vatothe divine and Jaw- 
tull cſtabi1ſhment of ourKingin his Eſtate, yet 
they confeſſe that they obtaineditas they might, 
&very hardly. Aswe allacknowledgethatthe 
clemency of our King hath-giuen. peace to his 
pcople, ſoit was neceſlary for him to aſſure the 
foundations - 
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foundationsthereof by iuſtice, in c#fe of lo great, 
ſo inuererate and pernicious acorruption, & tor 
the ſure eſtabliſhment of the common weale not | 
to content himſcite ro command wel, bat to inhi- 
bice the committing of euill, Great King which 
haſt beene without compariſon more cxalted in 
vertue then in dignity, abouc other men, your 
good ſeruants wounded by the knife which hath 
ſhortened your daics, ſhall for euer complaine 

that your vameaſured clemencte and gentle- 
neſſe, hath encreaſed the boldnefle of thole who 
haue beene to you as very inhdels, as you haue 
beene vnto them a good and gracious King. 
Our hcart was ſound, our wound recoucred 
and the griefe of the Vniuerlity 1n particular be- 
ganne to breake away,when theIeſuirs emploicd 
the interce(si9n of Pope Clement the 8.about their 
reeftabliſhment in this kingdome. All Chriſten- 
domecan be witnefle of the deuotion which our 

King did bearc towards the holy Sea, and of the 

honour which hce gaue particulariie vnto Pope 

Clement, tor his high, great,and eminent vertucs : 

the bounty of the King more reſpe&tcd the con- 

tentment of the Pope, and the aſſurance which 
he gave him, then the naturall apprehenſton of 
the iniuries and. outrages which he had received, 

{o that afrer manie commandements vnto you, 

my Lords,and many remonſtrances by you, the 

letters which chey had obteined were verifed, it 
being worth the noting that the conditions ad- 
ded vnto their reeſtabliſhment, by meancs ow 
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of men thought to bring them to the tearmes of 
ſimple religious men,and obedient Sublects, ber 
ing conſented and agreed vnto by the Pope,were 

-not allowed by their Generall, by reaſon that 

they were diffcrent from the principall rules of 
their Order, they kept cloſe this ſecret from vs, 
by the which they thought themlelues to be dil- 
penſed with, from all that which was required of 
them, and from that which they promiſed, nor 
being able to be bound without the conſent,and 
will of the Generall,they being more bound vnto 
him then vnto God; the Church, or Pope, or to 
all the world belide, They were reeſtabliſhed 
inthe monerth of [anuary 1604. and a little be- 
forc,thcirb.:thren of Doway had managed the 
enterpriſe vpon the perſon of Duke Aavrice, and 
had ſent their Purucior named Parye to execute 
it. Anda ſhort time after was diſcouercd ano- 
ther deſigne of thcirgood intentions, to wit the 
conſpiracy of the which three of their fathers 
Teſmond, Gerard and Garnet, had the managing a- 
eainſtthe King of England,and ailthe Eſtates and 
Magiſtrates of the country, the moſt prodigious 
thatcuer could enter into the heart of man, and 
which ſurpaſſcth and confoundcth all the exceſſe 
and villany of former times, The Eſtates of 
England were ſummoned, the place and day ap- 
pointed,and the ouertureprepared:the conſpira- 
tors had found meanes to fillthe vault vnder the 
roome where the aſſembly ſhould have beene, 
with ſuch a quantity of gunpowder, hidden and 

like - . couercd 
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couered with wood, ' that with the leaſt artifice, 
tro as far offas they liſted, they could have blown 
vp & oucrthrowna who] kingdom at one inſtir: 
they themſelues have thus delicribed it, and part 
of thoſe which wereguilty , have confefled it : It 
15.not the meane to cſtabliſh the Catholique Re- 
ligion, to fill an Eſtate with murdersand horrible 
combuſtion, ir 1s rather the way togiue caule vn- 
to heretikes,ttifly co bend themlelues againſt pro- 
ccedings {o contrary to moGerationand mildnes, 
which God hath Jett asa marke of his light, and 
to make that the Chriſtian verity neucr returne 
more thither from whence it hath becne cxpel- 
led, and that ir cometo palle, that inhdelity and 
pazaniſme ſhall rather ſucceed herefie, then thar 
cuer there ſhould be any amendment orreſtoring 
of that which is better. | 

From this cſtabliſhing of che ſpirituall power 
abouc the temporall, proccedeth this other pro- 
polttion of the doctrine of the Teluits,to wit, that 
Eccleliaſticall men are neither ſubicAs,nor vnder 
the 1urildition of any Prince, but of the Pope a- 
lone, yea in that which conccrneth temporal 
matters,that liuing'in the Eſtace of any one what- 
ſocuer, they are not bound by the lawes. nor po- 
licies, be they fundamentall and moſt ſupreme: 
and therefore Bellarmine in his treatiſe ae Clericis 
trom the 28; chapter to the 30. Emmanuel San 
his Confelsionary vpon the word Clericws, Gret- 
{ers in his writings againſt the common-wealth 


of Venice, docconcurre, together wich all rhe 
Ky} | relt - 
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reſt of their ſocicty, that although Eccleſiaſtical! 
men ſhould conſpire againſt rhe Eſtate orperſon 
of the Prince, yet they cannot cncurre the dan- 
oerof Treaſon, becauſe he 1s neither King nor 
Prince a5 to them, neither are they ſubic&s in re- 
ſpc& of him. 

The ſchooleof Parz on the contrary hath al- 
waicsheld and taught, that Eccleltaſticall men as 
naturall jubie&s of the Princes and common- 
wealths, in the which it hath picaſed God they 
ſhould be borne,are bound in the ſelfe fame man- 
ncr as other men are to obey the lawes of direi- 
on,and conſtraint,and are exempr only in regard 
of that which concerneth Gods diuine \ſeruice, 
and the competent maintainance of the Eccleſi- 
aſticall Eſtate : and as to this point the Teſuirs dif- 
pute fallaciouſly , going from the declaration of 
a very ſpecial] and particular exemption toan cn- 
tire general] and abſolute immunity, contrary 
vnto the doarincof the Church, who teacheth 
vs thatas the feare of God is the beginning of 
wildome, ſothe feare of the Magiſtrate is the be- 
einning of diſcretion, that as this life is the ſha- 
dow of thelife etcrnall, ſo the lawes of Princes 
and Kingdomes are a figure of the eternalllaw-(o 
that he that loueth not the figure ſhewerth that he 
louerh ycr leſſe the thing hgared, 

This exemption continuing it is not to bee 
doubted bnx that Eccicſtaſticall men, ſhonld be 
as 1t were ſo many garriſons of ftrangers in an E- 
ſtare: andif the Prince or magiſtrate would con- 
{traine 
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ftrainethem-to anic thing for the good of his E- 
ſtare, it ariſeth from the ſame learning, that inas 
much as they arenot his ſubiects, he ſhould be a 
tyrant and an vſurper, which might be depoſed 
and killed by any one whoſoever: This was the 
foundation of the trouble which we have ſcene 
ſtirred vp againſt the cemmon-wealth of Yexzce, 
cuer molt Catholique, and deuored to the holte 
Sca, which cannot bec attributed to any but 
the Teſuits, whom the Senate of that common- 
wealth, inhonor of the Catholiquereligion had 
carefully cheriſhed fifty or threelcore yeeres in 
ſuch ſort thac foure or five yeeres before, they had 
beſtowed a great Pallace vpon them for their 
Colledge, where they had aboue three hundred 
{chollers, children of the beſt houſes of Yemice, 
and poſſeſſed in this Eſtate twelue or hftcene 
thouſand crownes a yere reuenues. _ During the 
Papacic of Pope Clement the Venicians had pub- 
lIiſhedan ordinance by the which Eccleliaſticall 
men were inhibited from acquiring any inmoue- 
ables, this holy farher knew it well inough with- 
out taking offece therat. And how could he take 
it incuil part ſince that in the Eſtate of M/lan 
thcre was the like prohibits ftrily oblerued,& 
that the Pope that now is vpon his hrſt commang 
vnto the Popedome, had forbiddenthe houle of 
Loreitato purchaleany more immoueables : the 
leſuits being defirous neuertheleſle to purchale 
a Pallace of pleaſure ypon the riuer of Brent neere 


vato the City, were hindered by this Jaw, fo a» 
the 
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the gentlewoman which was owner thereof drew 
backe, and (a1d, that ſhe had been ſeduced by her 
Confeſſor.This nouriſhed in their minds an cuill 
will towards the Stare : ſo thattwo Eccle{taſticall 
men of Yincexce being impriſoned tor molt hor- 
rible crimes, the leſuits, raking their time, gaue 
aduertiſement vnto the Pope, that theſe were en- 
terpriſcs vpon his authority, and of thoſe wiv 
depended immediately on him; that the Veneti- 
ans had no power to makelawes, which ſhould 
concerne Eccicitaſticall men,alrhough they were 
neceſſary tor their Eſtateand conſcruation, with- 
out the will and conſent ofthe Pope, neither to 
decree any thing without making him firſt ac- 
quainted therewithall ; thus doing, they-rooke 
trom them all ſoucraigntie, they perſwaded the 
excommunication with all earneſtneſſe,whereun- 
to Cardinal} Zapata, protector of Spajne ſubcri- 
bing, for confirmation of their counlell ſaid, that 
this ation done for thegreatnes of the Church, 
merited a ſtatue of gold, dedicated ro immortali- 
tic. This firſt breach gaucapprehenſion of great 
calamiries to enſue, {o that the Pope naturallic 
delirous of mildand gentle courſes, andenclined 
thereunto by the counſell of the Princes of Chris 
ſtendome,and ſpecially of that of our great King, 
was againeexaſpcrated by the Ieſuits,and by ler- 
ecrs which they wrote vnto their Generall, who 
hath noſhew of a religious man beſides his ha- 
bite, and behaucth himſclfe in all his ations as 
one who would raiſe ſome great Empire: they 

bas ___ promiſed 
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promiſed that the Senate would be diuided, and 
that the people would riſe, that the (chollers 
which they had wereas ſo many priſoners, and 
aſlurancesof their promites, thac the excommu- 
nication ſhould haue the like effeAar Yenice as 
at Ferrara: and vpon this was the intcrdidt pub- 
liſhed. 

The common-wealth of entice contented it 
ſelfe in this occurrence,to forbid all Ecclellaſticall 
men to troublethe ſtate of mens conſciences,and 
to take from them all occa(ton of excuſe, gauc 
the religious men choiſe to ſtay,or toretire them- 
ſclues, the Icluits made an{were, that they would 
conforme themſelues to the ordinances of the 
common-wealth:inthe meane time they ſecretly 
ſend father Poſſeuin to Rome totheir General, and 
vnder hand labor to ſuborne other Eccleſiaſticall 
men, and to hinder their obedience due vnto 
their Soucraigne., 42: 

Therefell out an ation very memorable ofa 
o00d religious man accuſtomed to plaine honeſt 
dealing, which had no other end but the loue of 
God, and not the carcof worldly afftaires, or of 
rule and gouernment : the Prouinciall of the Ca- 
 puchins,amanof (ingularintegrity, and ofa holie 

life, who wrote vnto all the Couents of his Or- 
der, thatif the Prince & common-yealth ſhould 
command any thing contrary vnto the twelue 
Articles ofthe Creede, they were rather to ſuffer 
a thouſand deathes, then to obey it ; burthatin 
| L whatſoeucr 
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whatfoeuer thingclſc ſhould be comandedthem, 
they ſhould diſcharge the duty of good ſubjeQs 
without any {cruple of conſcience, vpon paine 
of his indignation, the which they oughtto feare 
25 much as death it (elfe. True holinefle with- 
out diſsimulation or ambition, which ſhall crown 
the glory of this obedience with immoreality, 
which, indeſpite of theſe new doctrines,the wind 
of truth ſhall blow into all corncrs of the Chriſti- 
an world. 

There paſſed not many daies betorethat there 
were fathers and husbands which complained 
that their wiues and children made a doubt whe- 
ther they ſhould yeeld them the loue and obedi- 
encc due vnto-them, being afrighred bythe Te- 
ſyics who preached that they werecxcommuni- 
cate and damned; and notwithſtanding that-ar. 
their departure from, Yemice; they hadi burned a 
grcat quantity of their papers, fearing leaſt they 
ſhould be ſcene, neyertheleſle: there. werefotund 
ſome bearing witncile,that they kepraregiſter of 
the confels10nsof-men'of quality, and that they 
had ſentagreat maſſe of money. vnto Rowe, and 
carried away, all the ornaments which had beene 
gluen to their Churches, andar Pacuarand Breſſe, 
where they were ſurpriſed and had norleaſareto - 
diſpoſe of their papers, nor to burnethem,'there 
were fauna ſo manyenquiriesand ſearchesof the 
diſpoſition, of the. Eſtate, and-of all the families 
inparticular, that-it wasamoſt'infdllible'rokeri 
that. they had ſome greatdeligne in hand, to the 

| | | CXCCution 
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execution whereof was required fo paitefull a 
curioſity. | 
It isanother ſecret very remarkeable:that they 
ſtirred vp thistrouble in the Eſtate of Yenice, then 
when the Count de Fucntes had an armie on 
tootin 7talie for the King of Spaine, and had cau- 
{cd two great forts to be buile which arc held im- 
pr: gnable,for to hinder the paſſage of the Swit- 
zers and the Griſons ; by meanes whereof they 
thought aſſuredly in them ſelues,that thele forces 
& their direQios meeting,they mighe have tran(- 
ferred that Eſtate,as they did that of Portugal, firt 
by the vanity wherewith they knewhow to pufte 
vp themind of the King, Doz Sebaſtian ta his 
ruin and vercr.ouerthrow, whohad fuffered them 
to beare authority in his: Eſtate :chen by with- 
drawing the affetion of King Henry the Cardi- 
nall his {ucceſſour from 70hn Duke of Bragance 
husband vnto Catherzre his ncece, and daughter 
of Edward his brother, which hadexcluded:7/abel 
from whom the King of Spaine was deſcended,ro 
make vie of it in his behalte,and in ſtrengthening 
his pretention, and likewiſe by the warre which 
they kindled againſt Don Antonioacknowledged 
ro be their naturall and lawfull Prince, 1w' the 
which they ſpared not the blood of two thou- 
ſand good Religious mcn,loyall vnto their King, 
by reaſon whereof there was obtained a Bul of 
ſpeciallabſolution, ih ko 20047 
 Forbeſidetharthe ſtockeandraceoft himrwho 
' was the founder of the Teſuirs is Spaniſh, and 
L2 their 
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their Gencrals of the ſame nation, or of ſome o- 
- ther country ſubic& vnto the King of Spaine, 
which infpircth into them aparttcu'arafte&tion 
vnto that Eſtate:they aiming ar no other marke, 
bu: the abſolute eſtavliſhment of the (piricuall 
power wherewith they promiſercadily to cruſh 
and beate down hereftes,haue more need of torce 
then perſwaſion, and doe rather chuſe ro make 
vie of the materiall {word then the ſpiritual! : 
nowthe King of Spaine being hee who moſt ap- 
pitech him(ſe}fc vntothis deſigne, they feck to ex- 
alr him abou all other Princes: and indeed they 
haue written that the Emperour Charles the fift 
and King Phil;p did well conforme themſelucs 
vnto this reſojution, but that they were hindered 
by the Kings of Fraxce, without whom herclie 
had beene quite rooted out : they ſay that King 
Frances the firſt made alliance with the Tourke, 
that Hemy the ſecond defended the Proteſtants, 
whom the Emperor would have deſtroied, that 
Henrythe 3. made alliance with the Queene of 
England, Germaines,and Switzers : that Spaine 
hath received the Ccuncell of Trent, and caulcd 
the inquilition to be ſtritly obſcrued. 

Great ingratitude ! are there any Princes in 
the world thathaue ſo much exalted the Catho- 
hique Religion as the Kings of France, and which 
have more augmented the holy Sea? the Dona- 
tions of Pepinand Charlemaine falſly attributed 
vnto' Conſtantine, thearmes of France (0 often 
traſportedintothe holy land, thoſe of king Lews 
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the 12. and of hts ſucceſſors emploicd in reco- 
ucring the Popes eſtate which was viurped on, all 
this is nothing to thoſe who preterre their noue!- 
tics before any other con{ideration , and are 
bound to take it in euill. pare, that the thrice chi. 

ſtian Kings of Fraxce for the conleruation of their 

Eſtate have maintained thefelues againſt Charies 

the fift, and ncuer blame the alliance which he 

bought with King Henrythe 8, ofEngland,for ts 

wWinate and ſubucrr vs, 

And forproofe of this their affeRion conſþi- 
ring againſt v3,thoſe which have gone fro amogſ 
them doreport, that they obſerue this order,that 
in cuery houſethercare two which keep regiſters, 
& hauethecharge of mattcrsof Eſtate, ro whom 
the reſt doe confeſle rhemſelues, and are bound 
coreport what they carne z this is cariied by the 
Viltters vntotheir Generall , (and he muſtbea 
Neapolitane, Sicilian, or Spaniarde,)togiuc ad- 
uiſe thereon, 

Andinthe yere 1604. there being diſcouered a 
cotraternity of Ieſuirs aſſociated,(as they ſay)that 
a whole Towne may be Ieſuired)ivho made their 
aſſembly in the houle of the Ieſuits inthe City of 
Genua, 1n the which thoſe of the brotherhood 
had (worne not to giue their voices forthe cleftt- \ 
on of Magiſtrates and publike officers,to any bur 
thoſe of their fraternity, the Common-wealth 
having greatly conteſted againſt ſuch a monopo- 
ly and being reſolued to haue expelled the Teſu- 
es,they laid chat they had 7 it, On 
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ofthe Towne had intelligence with the French- 
men,and ſeemed to aftc&and tauour them, 

Bur the Common-weaith of Yexice hath not ad- 
mitted any excuſcs for their enterpriſes, norlike 
vnwilc men ſtaicd from digging and making hol- 
low: their wels vntilthey were ready to die for 
thirſt: for afterthatthey had beeneenfor med of 
their carriage,of their ſermos which they madein 
the Townes adioining vnto theirEſtate,& of the 

_ calamnies and ſlanders which they (pred againſt 
the Duke Leonardo Donato, whole innocencie and 
piety are known and renowned as well as his wil- 
dome, made a decree whereby the Ieſuits were 
perpetually and irrevocably baniſhed out of their 
Eſtatc, not leauing them any hope cuer to delti- 
berate or thinke of their eſtabliſhment. 

And God bcing lo pleaſcd,that our great King 
ſhould be the author of peace in the South as 
wellas in the North, theleluits only were exclu- 
ded from the benefit of this vniverſall reconcilia- 
tion,this ſage Commonwealth ſo well knew how 
toreliſh and make vicofthedelinerance from the 
dangcr it was failen into, that it would rather 
haue choſen warre, then to hauc made peace ad- 
mitting the leſuirs. H.3 
Oh 1 would to God we had not been ſb credu- 
lous,that we had been as ſeucre within our ſelues, 
as ſtrong and puiſſanr abroad, that for to refreſh 
theliuer we had not cooled and taken away the 
heate of ur ſtomackes, we ſhould nothaue been

gen not a5 4 price, but as a motine toreſigne, or ſome 
motive of free will and of gratuitie.: the proper 
termes of Gregariz de YValentia.ypon the Summe 
of Saint Thomas Tome 3.diſpur.4- queſtion. 16. 
page 3, fol,, 2039; wee had nener learned to re- 
com pencegood with cuill, nor the forme ofam- 
bulatory cofeſſions, being all bur ſuperficial carcs 
of vices, things vnbeſcerqing truercligious men. 
_. Wehadnotſcenein theſe our daies (horrible 
things) interrogatories framed for to Jcarne of 
her, . which was faid to be. poſſeſſed with anevill 
ſpirit,thetruth-of the doQrine, and difficult pJa- 
ces of {cripture,ill curioſities forbidden.in the 18 
chapter of Deutcronomy, and alſo by a Coun- 
cell held at Narbozpe vpon paine of excommuni- 
cation: 
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cation : and -Sozomene inthe third booke 5. chap. 
reporterh,thata Deacon ofthe Primitive Church 
was depoſed for hauing beene tranſported with 
the hke curiofiry : and Gregory of lours forthe 
 ſameoccalion blamerh aſon of G»xtran, becaule 
he had ſent ro aske queſtionsofa Pyrhonifle, fo 
hee calleth a woman which had an eu1ll ſpirit and 
Saint Thomas ſaich;: MNonlicet D emones adinrare 
per modum deprecationis , quia id ad beneuolentian 
pertinet,qua non licet ad Demones vtt,ne ſory D amo- 
anm framm : licet tamen per virtutem diutnt nuninis 
eos adiurando eijcere, ne noceant, nonautem vt alt.

fullto adiare the diuels by way of deprecation, or re- 
queſt, becauſe that is a token of -good will, which wee

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Tertullianfaich, that .it appertamethinot ro'anje 
mano enquire concerning the life of the Prince, 
bur thoſe who haue ſome enterpriſe vpon his 
crſ0n,or wholaie the foundation of ſome great 
ope vpon his death - and he which inſtrued a 
Mathematician, forbad himexpreſly-tzomoddle 
with the life of Kings,or with the Eſtare of Com. 
mon wealths. Non enim oportet vt de flatureipub, 
aliquid nefaria curioſitate diſcamm:For we ought not, 
neaher 1stt lawful for vs by wickedcurioſity to learne 
any thing concerning the Eſtate of the rommon-wealth. 
Kings ro whom God hath given the gouernment 
of the Earth, to whom all power and dignities 
are ſubie&, participating immediately. of ' the 
greatneſſeof. Gad-doe notdepend onthecourſe 
of the Planets, and ought notco fallinto thecuri- 
olity of men. |. It is reſerued to Godalone how 
long thelifeofagreat King,orthe peaceandpro+ 
ſperity of his Eſtate ſhall endure. 

As little had wee vnderſtood the:propoſition 
and reſolution of Toannes de Salas Caſtelatus Gums 
eljenſis in his commentarics which he hath made 
mm primam ſicundam of Saint Thomas, dedicated to 
Aquazinatheir father Generall 2radFat. 8.d5Þut. v- 
nica ſef.5.neerthe end, which ismore dangerous 
for the ſetting wide open of Monaſteries, then 
the doArine heretikes; for making'thw@que- 
ſtion. FY trum ſemper ſequi liceat opinionens, que 4- 
genti probabihor age robabilis appazet, behold 
his reſolution: Religzoſus autem tfficarifitma debet 


habere motina, of probabiliter opinaretur, Veram eſſe »

6. ſaith, that ſubic&svp- 
pon a moral certitude, which they ſhall haue 
thattheir Prince will doe anie thing contrary vn- 
to the Catholtke religion, may withoutatten- 
ding any iudgement or other cenſure of the 
Pope,rebell and takearmes againſt him: theſeare 
his very words : Sz ſubazti timeant ex eorum princi- 
patu maximum periculum filet & religions imminere:

That which 
they call wzens Reipub. the motion of Parricides, 
Mariana termeth,procceding as it ſeemeth with 
more aduiſcdneſſe , the counſell of grave and 
learned men: / irt eruditi & graues in conſfilium ad- 
hibeantur: Let the aduiſe and counſell of wiſe and 
grapemenbeuſed. Itis notto be doubted, whom 
he intendeth, this is as cuident to his vnderſtan- 
ding as the Sunat midday vnto our cies, for his 
' booke beareth the priuiledge and allowance of 
their Prouincialldeputed by their Generall : and 
behold the reaſon why they are neceſſarily de- 
ſignedand no others: It is there in as much as 
the eſtabliſhment of the abſolute power aboue 
all Princes is their principall vow and deſire,they 
muſt haue the dire&tingand executing of all en- 
terpriles which (cructothis end : ſo that in thoſe 
_ wherethe inquilition is not receined, the 
elujts exerciſe the office, and haue the ſecret 
charge thereof, and their Generall the direRion : 
whence it proccedeth, thatall their aduiſe, coun-

like iudgement: (o that in ſtead of (pirituall mi» 
nilters, moued with another ſpirit then that 
whereofthey make ſhew, theſe are Officers ſer- 
uing againſt Princes, for to ouerthrow their pows» 
er &to ſubrogace that of the Pope in the tempo- 
ralty & the matter ſtanding thus, he thatdeſireth 
to be inſtrued in this learning, cannot addreſle 
himſclferoany but thoſe who handle it, and beſt 
vnderſtand it, as they cannot deny, but that this 
is the ſole and only intelle& which animateth the 
whole Vaiuers of their ſociety.

proſperity. France being in flouriſhing eſtate, 
neuer ſaw her ſelte in better caſe to ſuccourher 
friends, her Prince was of immortall valour, of 
an admitably ſtrong complexion, whole telicity 


did dazell the cics of all hisenemies : when the 
N 2 Princes 
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Princes of Germayy moſt ſtriftly allied vnto this 
crowne did inſtantly delire herhelpe, and prote- 
Rion againſt the oppreſsion of the houle of 4u- 
ſtria, to which the Teſuits are moſt deuoted: our 
King had not omitted any exhortation or per- 
'fyalion whatſocuer,toremoue the warre, andto' 
cauſe that the matter in queſtion ſhould be hand- 
ledand decided in any othcr maner : knowing 
betterthen any other, that neceſsity alone can 
wſtific the armes of Chriſtians againſt Chriſti- 
ans:and being not belecued, he prepared forthe 
liberty of Germany ſuch ſuccours, as his conſ{ct- 
ence, his honour, and his duty could not haue de- 
nied. | 
But willing before his departureto giue vnto 
France and vnto all the world the contentment 
of the coronation of the Queene, a Princeſle 
crowned and adorned with all vertucs,in the ve- 
ry height of our beſt eftate, of ourgreateſt con- 
tent, Extrema gaudy lucius ocenupat, oy and (or- 
row.leadone another by the hand : the King pal 
{1ngthrough the middeſt of his moſt afkeRionate 
City, amongſt his moſt faithfull ſeruants, glori- 
ous in mateſtte, was ſtroke in the ſide with a knife 
of the ſame temper that thoſe of Clement, Barri- 
ere, and Chaſtell were of , his heart was prefently 
ina (wound, ſtifled in his blood. what? are there 
to be found any minds ſovnnaturall, ſo diaboli- 
callasto conſpire, as to attempt the death of a 
 Princeſo behouefull, ſo amiable, vnto his ſub» 
iects, {o equitable ynto his neighbors, ſo neceſſa. 
ric 
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rie forall Chriſtendome? There wasnottimee- 
noughto bring him backe to the Louure, before 
his cies wereſerled in his head, hislipspulled vp 
 withinhis fleſh, his blood clotted like icein his 
beard : can wethinkc on itaquarter of an houre 
without pulling out our hearc ? hewhich filled all 
with his power, this ſoule of the world, this ma- 
ſterpeece & wonder of nature,this valiant warlike 
hand, falleth, and is taken from vs without any 
other warre then that of this dorine, by the: 
hand of the moſt hideous, moſt cruell, and moſt 
fcarefull monſter that euer was vpon thecarth, 
by a more then helliſh and infernall furie. 

Letany manreade the confeſsions of Barriere 
and of Chaſtel, let them bee confronted with the 
anſweresof this execrable parricide, there is not. 
any difterenceatall berwecne them : the markes

diutnes of great merite can witneſle it, and hee of

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their owne companie, whoconfeſled him, better 
thenany other, who puthim in minde of his con- 
ſcience, and bad him take heed of acculing thoſe 
who were innocent. * | 
Alas ! you werea thouſand times more ſecure, 
you Emperorsand Kings enemies of Chriſtians, 
who amongſtthe greateſt perſecutions which the 
Church endured, inthe middeſt of the greatand 
frequent martyrs which ſuffered by your autho- 
rity and commandement haue ſcene no other 
weapon nor defence , then that of praicr, of 
oriſons, of praiſe and thankſgiving, but that of 
teares, as Gregory Nazianzene witnelſeth, with- 
out that any of thoſe who truly adored Teſus 
Chriſt, yca, inthe hotteſt of all their torments 
and perſccurions, once thought either in word or 
deed, | doe not fay to make any attempt vpon 
ou pcrſons,but to bethe cauſe of the leaſt trou- 
le, or leaſt commotion of your Eſtate. O Go- 
ſpell of peace,do@rine of ſweetneſſe and charitic, 
to what vſeare you emploied ? what aduantage 
1s giuen to Infidels and miſcreants to continue 
their hate againſt the Church, in ſtcad of louing 
It, whatcoalesof Gods diuine vengeance do you 
pull vpon your heads ? 

O France, how farre different wasthe cenſure 
of your innocent ſchoole the yeeres immediatelie 
precedent,when your King Henry the 2.vpon the 
ſclte fame ſubie&, and to deliuer Germany from 
the vſurpation which Charles the fift would haue 
made vnder colour of religion, did leade fixtic 

4 chouſand 
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chouſand French menall Catholiqueseuenvnto 
che Rhene, and (o farre, that he made him giue 0- 
ver his booty : can welearncout-of the hiſtory 
of any one Divine in thoſe daies, oroneſubie&t 
which thought himſelfe lefle obliged vnto his 
Prince, or which bare. him leſſe affeRion for that 
cauſe? ' And yet 6. yeeres before our very do- 
Rors of Sorbonne had framedarticles for the con+ 
demnation of the hereſfie of the Lutheranesgnſer- 
ted into the body of our ordinances, and vpon 
the which the Councell of Trent laid the princi- 
pall foundation of the reſolutions: concerning 
that doAtrine: butthe (choole of the Ieſuits had 
not yet taught nor publiſhed, that Kings might 
be depoſed vpon any iccret intention, or pre» 
ſumprion. - He whom God had moſt viſibly ex- 
alred, whodid obſcure the memory of the moſt 
fortunateand happy Monarchs, the moſtpreti. 
ous and ſacred perſon of all Chriftendome, to 
whom the holy Sea. was beholding for the tran- 
quillity, itenioyeth, the holy father forhisquier 
and repoſe : he who hdd renonnced the ſaferie of 
his owne, to cndeare you vntohim, who made 
the clemency of his iuſtice to triumph.in fauour 
of you, receaued ſo ill a recompence for his boun- 
ty and goodneſſe, by your dotrine : adoRorof 
the Church ſaid that it was in the power of God 
to pardon a Virgin defiled, but not toreſtore 
her to her virginity : even ſo fareth it with your 
fidelity and allegeance towards Princes after you 
hauc once made your vowes vnto gay 
e. 
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Theinſpirations and viſions with which theſe 
vndertakers ſay they are poſleſſed, are they not 
the inuentionsand ſubriltics of this dorine, for 
to corruptand peruert the mindes of men,and to 
rransforme the diſpoſitions of their vnderſtan- 
dingand will, to. the end that the fantaſic and 
apprehenſion which they haue taken, may.the 
moreeaſlily be ſ0/imprinted in their imagination, 
that they may neuer recciue any other ? The 
letter of [Vill;am Critonthe Teſuite, vicd by Riche- 
eme,in his Apologeticall complaint, fortocoucr 
the doarine of this ſociety, by the which it is 
maintained, that tis lawfull for particular men 
_. tokill thoſe whom they call Tyrants, ſaieth, that 
this is not permitted, if thoſe priuate men hauc 
no revelation or viſion, which perſwadeth: them 
thereunto: who ſhall be witneſſe of this viſion 
or renelation but himſelfe? and ſo by this meancs 
he may take permiſſion:both ro kill and inſtific 
the murther from himſelte. 

Itis reported in the hiſtories of Aſſaſins & mur- 
therers, that they were ſo corrupted, & Gregory of 
T oarstoward theend of his fourth booke {pcake 
ing of thoſe who killed King Szgi/bert, faith, that 
they wereinueagled,andinchaunted, waleficiats : 
and S, Angsſtinein the epiſtle 165. vnto Genero- 
ſ«:faith,thatthe Donatiſts, moſt dangerous here- 
tikes, did induce their followers to many villa- 
nies by viſions, andcontinuing his diſcourſe in 
'theepiſtle 168.reporteth the exampleofa yong 
man, who by the counſel of Lo 
| c 
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killed his mother. The minde of a manis like 
vntoa looking glaſſe, which doth vſuallic repre- 
ſcntthar which 1s ſhewed vnto 1t, ſpecially when 
It is directed vnto the moſt ſenſible part which is 
the conſcience : let vs adde moreouer that be- 
{ide thelc fantaſies and inſpirations which ſerye 
to tranſport the fecbleneſlſe of theſe mindes be- 

yond all diſcretion, they giue to thele conſpira- 

tors crownesof martyrdome : and to prone this, - 
Bellarmine hath highly commended /ames Cle. 

»ext tor this quality, Mariana calleth him Gul- 

he decus eternum, they doe the like by Guignard 

and Gary , fallly attributing miracles vat 

them, 

Call ro mind, My Lords, if. you pleaſethar 
which hath paſſed before youreies, and the me- - 
mory whcreof ir ſeemeth is nor yet buried : one 
named Charles Rzdicoxe a religious Ixcobhin of 
Gaunt, ſtirred vp by thepreaching of the Icſuites, 
who commended 7ames Clement ordinarily as a 
Saint,and Chaſtelas a Martyr, hauingat vnawares 
ginen out ſpeeches whereby hereſtified that he 
had beene tickled with the like delire, preſentlie 
his Prouinciall was commandcd to bring himto 
Bruſſels, where he was promiſed wenders, both 
for the diſcharge of his conſcience, (for he had 
ſome remorce to attempt vpon the perſonofa 
moſt Catholique King, which held good corre- 
ſpondencie with the Pope, ) and alſo in regard of 
recompence both to himſclfe, 'his mother, and 


brother; he was viſited by father Hedume the le- 
O ſuite, 
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luite, who gave aduiſe whether hewere of ſta- 
ture, of ſtrength, and reſolution (ufficient to exce 
cute ſuch a bulineſſe, in the cndall fitting to the 
purpoſe, he hadinſtruftion to change his name, 
to altcr his apparcll, to learne to ride,daunceand 
fence, thathe might be the moreready, and the 
ſooner haue admittance, theſe are the confeſſions 
made in this Parliament, by himſelfe who came 
thriſe into France, with this purpole and intenti- 
on. He could giue you noreaſon why he con- 
cemned the graccand pardon that was at the firſt 
offered him, nor why he came the ſecond time 
having beene formerly ſuſpe&ted, nor why he 
perſeucred in his villanous deſligne, but that if 
the Teſuits had perceaucd or miſtraſted that hee 
had diſcloſed the ſecret of hisenterprize, they 
would neuer haue forgiuen him, as they neuer 
reucale the confeſſions of ſuch people, be it anie 
. enterprize whatſoeuer, or come what euill ſoe- 
ucr by it. Acthe very,time of the laſt appre- 
henſionand executiovof this Ridicoue ordeined 
by your decree of the moneth of Aprill 1599. 
was publiſhed and imprinted the booke of Aferi- 
ana ; for to ſhew how conſtant the cfte&s of their 
dodrine are, they prepare and faſten rogether 
tintly both the .doArine and the effe&s; and 
notwithſtanding one of them in his Apologie, 
bath written, that it had beene to be wiſhed thax 

the laſt parricidg had read it well over, becauſe it 
| tsconformable vntothe doftrine of the Sorbone, 


which hach condemned the booke, of Mariana, 
Wl: : and: 
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and holdeth ir to bee abhominable, together 
with the impoſtareof the Apology : ſo bold and 
Impudentarethey rocircumuent the truth with 
falſhood and deceit. 

Great and vnimitable King, the wiſdome of 

whoſe counſels and diligence in executingthem, 
whoſe ſoundneſſe of iudgement morethen hu- 
mane,we have all equally admired, receive in to- 
ken of ourafteRion, and fora ſurepledge of our 
faitkfull (cruice, our teares, our lamentations,our 
ſorrowes, our {ighs, and perpetuall mourning, 
which we offer vp vnto yourglory. Happy ſoule 
made Citizen of heauen, and placed inthe ranke 
of Angels in eternall reſt, farre from the care of 
warres, your roiall qualities'and perfetions ſhall 
bee efier written in our hearts, your name ſhall 
be for euer in our mouthes, and although thar 
ourcries are imperfe&, that our voice interrup- 
ted with ſighs cannot vtterit (elfe, that ſorrow 
bereaueth vs of our ſoules, and that there remai- 
neth no ſtrength in vs, but only to fecle onr 
griefe, wee will die rather then corrupt the holie 

 Iawof yourEftate, vnder whoſe Sunnelince we 
live, wee will for cuer loue the light and bright- 
neſle thereof, 

With the fame teares and voice halfe dead, wee 
humbly beſeech the holy father, ' ro cnter into 
compalsion of Chriftendome, torne in peeces 
by this doArine, and to remember what danger 
there 1s in taking from the ſpiritualtie the rrue 


honor and glory, by medling with the temporall 
O2 and 
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and ciuill. gouernment, theſe are things which 
God would haue to bee wholly ſeparated anddi- 
ſtin&: that he will bee pleaſed toremember the 
wholeſome aduertiſement of Saint” Bernard con. 
cerning this abſolute power, which was then en- 
deuoured to bec brought intothe Church, in his 
2. booke de confid. chapter 6, 1 ergo tu & tibiv- 
ſurpare aude, aut dominans apoſtolatum ant apoſtoli- 
cus deminatum,plane ab alterutro prohibers,ſi vtrum- 
que ſimul habere voles,perdes vtrumque: Goe then and 
p/urpeif thou dare, being a publique Magiſtrate, the 
office of an Apoſtle, or beeng an Apoſtie the authoritie 
of the Magiſtrate, thou ſhalt plainely bee prohibited 
from eniojing either, if thou wilt haue both together 
thou ſhalt looſe both. God hath prouided for the 
con(eruationand augmentation of his Church, 
by other remedies, and railed vp. Biſhops, Do- 
Rors, and Paſtors from timcto time : yet againe 
once more to bethinke himſelfc inthis dechning 
age of the world, how pernicious this exceſſes 
wee haue ſcene two of our Catholique Kings a- 
bleto have oppoſed their armies againſt thoſe of 
the Turke,to preſerue the Church and thereſt of 
the world from the inuaſion of Barbarous peo- 
ple and Infidels, brought vnto an vntimely death 
by reaſon of this dofrine, this great Eſtate the 
checfcſt of Chriſtendome in danger of ruine : 
that he will prote& the Church and vs from 
thoſe furious Empiriques, which hazard thcir vi- 
olent remedies indifferently vpon all ſorts of 
men, without regarding the Eſtace of _—_— 
ics 
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dies;thar he will purge and rid the world for cuer 
of thelc ſo tragicall examples: France is nouri- 
ſhed and trained vpin a lingular deuotion to- 
ward your holineſſe, towards the holy Sea, ſhce 
can never faile therein, the profeſsion of our 
{choole remaineth alwaies entire and inuiolable 
co the Chriſtian faith, and to the obedience duc 
vnto the hole Sea : andas his ſucceſsion inthe 
Popedome is not farre diſtant intime from that 
of Pope Clement the 8. ſolet itfucceed itin re- 
preſenting his mildnefſe and prudence, & that 
hewill bepleaſcd to caſt his eie vpon this ſocicty, 
which, vnder the pretext of the good. of the 
Churchgdoth point ar it one particular greatnes, 
to the which inthe endir will vaite that of the 
Church, and they alrcadic are not farre from it. 

T heſeare the reaſons of the oppoſition which 
the Vniucrlicy propoſeth againſt the letters 0b- 
tained by the [eſuits, founded vpon the ſoueraign 
authoriry. engrauen, from all antiquity in the 
brafſe of the fandamentall lawes of the French 
monarchy,vpon her particular policy,vpon your 
decrecs and vpon her holy and conſtant doAtrine, 
which faſteneth the crowne to the head of kings, 
contrary vnto that of the Ieſuits, who attribute 
vnto the Pope altke {uperiority ouer our kings, as 
ouer the lealt Prieſts,or his moſt inferiour Ofticers 

& vicars,yea far greatcr;maketh Kings to be but ar 

wil, ſubie& to be depoſed & killed; folinded more- 

over vpon ſo many miſerable examples, which 


gall vs,and make vs feele the ſmarr (o particularly 
Q3 that. 
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thatthereisnot any man wholoueth the Eſtate, 
or Religion, which hath not had a feeling and 
apprehenſion thereof, The inſtruQtion of yourh 
i5nota matter of (mall importance, 1n ancient 
time men had a ſpeciall care thereof next imme- 
diately afterthat ofReligion : children owetheir 
life vnto their parents, but that they live well, 
they owe that vnto thoſe who inſtruft them : and 
he doth noleſſe profit the Common-wealth who 
frameth and faſhioneth men well affeAed tothe 
Eſtate, who nouriſheth them vnder the hope of 
honors and dignities, with reverence vnto the 
lawcs of the Country, then he who ſcrueth in 
greater place with duty and fidelity : The Vni- 
verſity of Pars hath hereof,loyally and worthily 
acquitedand diſcharged herſeltetheſc 8. hundred 
yeercs, neuer bound herſelfeto any thing what- 
ſocuer,butto the honorof God, of her King,and 
to thegood of the Church ; Illdodrine is egli- 
ly per{waded, and that which is falſe, conforma- 
ble vnro the darkenefle which enuironneth vs in 
our corruption: thereis(ſaith the wiſe man,)ſtore 
of gold and pearles, but lips that preſerue know« 
ledge,thatisa rare moueable. What fatheris there 
which had not rather looſe his life, honor, goods, 
and whatſocuer hee hath elſe moſt deare in this 
world, then to nouriſh one who ſhall bee a mon- 
. fterto his Country?Haue we not hadintelligence 
within theſe three weekes of the conference held 
at Toxl in Lorraine amongſt men impoiſoned 
with this doQtine, diſcloſed by an Hermite, 
wherein 
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wherein aftcr-declaration of their enill minde 
rowards all Catholike Princes, it was agreed as 
granted amongſt them, that the Ieſuits had by 
their doArine ſo cleared theſe maximes, that they 
ought to be held forratified, and confirmed, in 
ſtcad that they ought to be condemned, and pn- 
niſhed not only in the effeRs, but in the very dee- 
peſt and moſt profound thoughts, 

T hey offer to. ſubmit themſelncs vnto the Or- 
ders ofthe Vniuerſity, and demand to be incor- 
porated : from the yeere 564. they haue done as 
much, and they are yet to beginne, they pro- 
miſled to renounce their vowes, faculties, Priui- 
ledges, yea themſelues, we haue (eene our ſelues 
cleanc fruſtrated ofthisexpeRation,andto be the 
example of their power, andattempts contrarie 
vnto publike Order:inthe yeere I 591,they pro- 
miſed not to meddle any more with affaires of 
Eſtate, it was then that they were moſt buſily em- 
ploicd in them, and embraced the world moſt 
grcedily : they know well how to boaſt of this (ci- 
ence, {incethat they haue written in French, that 
theirlaie brethren could reade lefures therein to 
the Chanccllour and greateſt of Spaine, Gad 
knoweth whether in Spaine(it it betruethatthe 
ſermons were made there)they hauc forgotten to 
enter into copariſon with our greateſt magiſtrats: 
there is notany one condition of theirreeſtabliſh- 
ment which they haue not already tranſgreſlſed 
and broken, by breues and letters obtained by 


tricks and vpon aduantages: itwould bea ftrange 
| follie- 
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follie in vs, nay rather agreatcrime, to bee the 

firſt alwaies whoare ſurpriſed, and the laſt to free 
our (clues, to bc ſo often abuſed and mocked b 
thoſe who bearc two hearts in one breaſt, who for 
to make their doarine to be receiucd, are ſo au- 
dacious as to impoſcand lay imputations ypon 
the Apoſtles themſclues, and ro impute vnto 

 themthart lewd vice of colinage and diſlimula- 
tion which they vſe ordinarily ; for Bellarminein 
his treatiſe concerning the exemprion of Eccle(t- 
aſticall men chap. 30.ſaith that Saint Petey and the 
Apoſtles haue preached obedience to the poli- 
tike magiſtrate,& that euery loule ſhould bee ſub- 
ie& vnto the Prince,only for tocſtabliſh thElelues 
& togiue the Goſpel paſſage : they will promiſe 
and {weareto all conditions, fince that by their 
owne proper conſtitutions they can be bound by 
nothing, tothe end that they may make thoſeto 
be rcceiued which they would impoſe, by reaſon 
of the Pope his abſoluteauthority, without the 
which their ſociety cannot ſubſliſt. 

Franceafter the death of herKing, hath placed 
hcr hope inthe Queene, itis ſhee thatgiuerh her 
life wid nouriſhment-a Princeſſe whom ſtrangers 
admire, and the ſubic& honoreth, you have 
found all the Princes furniſhed with great ver- 
tus, tied with the ſame band of affeftion to the 
goodandgreatneſſeof this Eſtate, This magni- 
ficent Court of Peeres,the Diall of France, which 
hathalwaies ſhewed his Meridionall line, and the 
Officers ofthe Crowne, ready to docthcirduty, 


and 
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andtofollowthe, highiwaie'6f honour," the No: 
bility and gentry, the Townes and peoplereadie 
to lacrifice themſelves, for to perform your com- 
mands : continue on by your bau nty and iuſtice, 
in making it appeare, that theſe were rhe Coun- 
ſels of our lare King your huſband, which gouer- 
ned'his Monarchy,and to cauſe this lively picture 
to beadored inhis death, that the lawes of the E- 
ſtate of che King your ſonne, may remaine by 
your. wildome ſo ordered, that euery one may 
therein findhis goods, hislife,his honor, hiscon- 
ſcience infafetie and repoſe; ſo may the Counſell 
and prudence of the rwo greatcics of this Eſtate 
alwaics watch ouer the aftaires : perſeuere in this

faſt as they can, to the very height of all exceſle; 
Homer aich,thata ſword once ynlheathed draws 
eth menon by ſome ſecretinftin&rogdehgnes nor 
thought of,and ſeldom.is guided by:thedifeourſe 
ot wildome and diſcretion. :' thisIs a crifis,,vpon 
the which all. Chriſtendome doth ſer; her cies. 
Necdeth there any greater praqte gr confirma- 
tion ofrhis which weehaue ſaid, chenthe treariſc 
newly compoled by. Cardinall Bellarmipe. pre- 
{ently after the abſence of our Synne, by the 
which lifting vp his diſguiſe, hee yſeth no.longer 
cheterme of corredion, - it-is not far hereſie of 
ctime:thathe maintainerh that. the Pope may ex+ 
communicate and depole Kings, but vpon whats 
ſocuer {ubic& ir;plcaſerh him if hee {ee that the 
goodof the Church requireit, : deprincipe facere 
non principers ; of a prince to make him noprince, and 
tharhe hath chis power notonly over Kingdoms, 
but over all that whichapperteinerh vnto either 
Chriſtians, hererikes, ſ{chiſmarikes, or ſcandalous 
people in wharſorr ſocuer, if they wil not yeeld & 
{ubmirrhEſ(clus.ynco his propoſitias,wyhichbeing 
grantedtheir conduſions are incuitable.Dothey 
not write that there is anewſe& of Catholiques 
Roiall, as ifto loue the King and to bea good Ca» 
tholike were-things contrary. one to/'rhe. other 
and incompatible; he particularly repenteth that

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that Eccleſiafticall men'as ſubieQs, owe obedi» 
ence vnto Princes,now he confidently aftirmerh;
